School / District No. 1 // Use For / School / Business / only", I've known about 
this token for 50 years. Several of the oldtime Seattle collectors owned it, and the 
general feeling was that it was probably a telephone token, being the same size as 
a nickel. I have similar tokens for Miami, FL, and Baltimore, all 21mm. They are 
probably telephone tokens, but it's conceivable, of course, that they were fare tokens. 

Bill Weber writes that he found an unusual item down in Florida. The token 
is shaped more or less like a Maltese Cross, 31mm, white metal, inscribed "The Clifton 
Rocks Railways / Commenced 1891. Completed 1893 / G.C.M. / G.N. / P.M. // Issued 
To The Passengers On The Opening Day, March 11th, 1893". At first 1 thought Great 
Britain, but the date is given in the U.S. style (month, day, year) so 1 assume it 
IS some sort of souvenir from a U.S. railway. Bill paid $20 for it. Any ideas out 
there? ■'

The First Annual Listings of Fare Box supplements to the Smith Catalogues 
of World Transportation Tokens (a compilation of those that appeared from 1980 to 
2003) will be available in Spring, 2004, to anyone interested. The cost will be only 
enough to cover printing and mailing cost. 

The Supplement will include an unedited compilation of all world transit tokens, 
including railroad, trolleys, bus, bridges, ferry & highway tolls, etc., as reported 
in The Fare Box from 1980 thru 2003. These wiU be tokens that are not listed in 
any of the existing world transportation token catalogues. Many of the reported 
tokens have complete details given, and msuiy do not. It is my hope that members 
will be able to help me fill in some of the missing data, such as values. However, 
I want to emphasize that only information regarding obverse & reverse copy, as 
well as composition & size, will only be considered accurate with a photo or rubbing 
of that token.

NEW THICK PLASTIC TOKEN FROM CORNING, NY 

Last year Joe Radomski found a new token in use in Corning, NY, by the Steu- 
ben Transit System. We were unable to get anything from them until recently, when 
Hal Ford called and they sent him a couple of the new token. It is 38mm pink 
plastic with black lettering, 4mm thick, inscribed STEUBEN / TRANSIT / SYSTEM 
// (bus). Corning is in Steuben County, hence the name of the system. 

The token has been in use for a couple of years, and is used by various social 
service agencies, being good for a $1.00 fare. Harold was also informed that NY 
150 E, the green plastic CEATS token, was reordered, so the "(500 issued") note 
in the Supplement listing on page 48 should be removed. We don't know how many 
were in the new order, but probably another 500. Incidentally the reordered token 
is just slightly different from 150 E in the color shade and the size of the lettering. 
But the difference is so slight it doesn't even warrant a minor variety letter, we 
decided.

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THE TOKENS OF MONTEREY PARK, CALIFORNIA

I recently visited the Monterey Park, California, City Hall in search of the 
tokens mentioned on the front page of the October 2003 issue of the Fare box. 

As it was explained to me by a lady in the office, the tokens were discontinued 
about two years ago. They were given to students to ride the local bus system 
around the city. They gave them to the Boys & Girls Club to give out. They were 
discontinued because they were being used in quarter vending machines. There 
were two types: one was silver color and one was copper color. 

The lady did not have any examples in the office. However she said she would 
check with their transportation contractor and see if he had any left. She said she 
would send me one if she was able to obtain them from the contractor. Lo and 
behold, two days later the two tokens arrived in the mail without explanation. I 
never thought I would get them. 

When I was at the office, she gave me five plastic tokens that had been used 
as promotionsd items. They are also no longer in use. They were given away. 
There are five colors, to correspond with their five routes: Route 1 RED, Route 
2, ORANGE, Route 3 BLUE, Route 4 GREEN, Route 5 YELLOW. The lettering is 
black and the two stars and SPIRIT are in silver. The reverse is blank. I could 
not obtain any additiional examples. 

The lady in the office was not very helpful and did not seem to be interested 
in discussing the tokens with me. I had to "pry” any information about them. I 
don't think she was there when the tokens were in use.

THE THREE CARDBOARD DEPOTELS OF CHICKASHA, OKLAHOMA 


Shane Cornell recently sent me photocopies of these three extremely rare tokens, 
and asked me to note the correction on OK 180 B. The Catalogue has "Oklahoma" 
spelled out on the obverse. The token actually has only "Okla." You will want to 
correct the listing on Page 452. There may be only one of these known, and the 
token photocopied is not in the best condition, as you can see. Note also the 
arrangement of the wording on 180 D, which differs from how it is listed in the 
Catalogue Supplement. In listing tokens we usually list the company name first, 
so that finding it in the Token Identifier will be simple, even if something else 
appears above the company name. The three tokens are pictured below.

POSSIBLE LEADS ON SOME UNLISTED AMUSEMENT RIDE TOKENS 

By John Coffee 

A while back Louis Crawford sent me a bunch of print-outs of web sites of 
amusement parks, which mention the use of tokens. I'm going to list them here, 
and possibly some nearby members can check them out and let us know. Many 
of them probably operate only in the summer, so this is something to put on hold 
for a few more months. Obviously some of these are false leads, and in some cases 
even where they do use tokens, the tokens do not contain the wording necessary 
to qualify for listing. Remember that amusement ride tokens must contain some 
wording indicating they are good for a ride, such as "admit one," "token," or the 
like. 

BIRMINGHAM, AL. On August 31, 2002, the Birmingham Zoo opened a new 
children's zoo which includes an "Endangered Species Carousel." Tokens for the 
carousel , which are also good to ride the Zoo Train, are being used. 

SAVANNAH, GA. The Savannah Mall has a carousel that uses tokens. 

COAL VALLEY, IL. The Naibi Zoo has an "Endangered Species Carousel" that 
uses $1.50 ride tokens. 

TERRE HAUTE, IN. The Honey Creek Mall has kiddie rides that use tokens. 
The mall is located at 3401 South US Highway 41 in Terre Haute. 

DES MOINES, lA. The Heritage Carousel at Union Park uses ride tokens. 

OVERLAND PARK, KS (where we had an AVA convention not long ago). There 
is a carousel and a little train that use ride tokens. The mall is at 11461 West 
95th Street in Overland Park. 

TRAVERSE CITY, MI. The Grand Traverse Mall (3200 S. Airport Road West) 
has an antique carousel that uses $1 ride tokens. 

PARAMUS, NJ. Sports World uses gold and silver tokens. The former are 
for video games. The silver are for rides, but also for other things. Don't know 
if they would be listable or not. 

BROOKLYN, NY. Bryant Park carousel uses $1.50 ride tokens. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, NY. The historic Congress Park Carousel, built in 1910, 
uses tokens that are sold at 2 for $1 at the Saratoga Springs Visitor Center. 

STONYBROOK, NY. The "Three Village Baseball League" uses $1 tokens that 
are good for either go-carts or mini-golf. Probably not listable. 

LANCASTER, PA. Park City Center has a carousel that uses $1 tokens. 

WILLOW GROVE, PA. The Willow Grove Park Mall has a carousel that is using 
$2 tokens. 

STERLING, PA. The Cherry wood Fun Park on Pennsylvania Highway 196 has 
kiddie rides that use tokens. 

COLUMBIA, SC. Riverbanks Zoo and Garden has a carousel that uses tokens. 

NASHVILLE, TN. Valley Amusement Park at 2440 Music Valley Drive, has lots 
of kiddie rides and a carousel that use ride tokens (price not given) . 

ARLINGTON TX. Parks Mall has a carousel that uses tokens. 

HOUSTON, TX. Memorial City Mall has a 2-storey carousel that uses $1 tokens. 

SPOKANE, WA. Parks & Recreation has a carousel somewhere that uses $1 
ride tokens.

As for the Bull Ride token (#6 in your article last month about tokens "From 
the Sublime to the Ridiculous") I also have that token. I thought that I had an 
answer as to where it came from, but now am rather doubtful. I have a six-page 
file about a very similar wooden nickel from Minneapolis that was brought to my 

attention by Eli Bail and by Joel Reznick in December 1994. I eventually confirmed 

that it was from a bar called Tropics Beach Club at 400 N. Third Ave. in 

Minneapolis, MN. On 2-15-1996 I wrote to Dick Grinolds asking that he stop 
by to verify that the token was in use at Tropics, but he apparently was unable 
to do so. 

After several phone calls it was determined that the token was no longer in 
use. The ride cost $3.00. In March 1998 Joel said that he would get 240 for the 
New Issues Service. Apparently that never happened. In July 1998 I called Tropics 
and they agreed to sell me the remaining supply of 89 tokens which I told Hal 
and Jim Hemphill would be made available on a first-come first-served basis to AVA 
members for a SASE. On 4-13-1998 I sent Tropics a check for $22.25 which was 
never cashed. The guy who was to mail them had quit. At one point 1 even 
stopped by Tropics but it was a Sunday and they were closed. 

I used to believe that both tokens were from the same place, but there is no 
proof of that. 


SOME UNCOMMON GOOD FORTUNE 

Some years ago I used to run a monthly column called "New Finds" wherein members 
would tell how they had picked up a rare token from a non-AVA source. We all 
enjoyed sharing and envying these tales of good fortune. Just received is a note 
from AVA President Bill Sowell, relating some good luck he recently had: 

Did manage a great score recently. Eugene [Johnson] and I had been to a 
Palm Springs coin show about a month ago and a dealer there from Yucca Valley 
said he had a "box of tokens in his shop and would bring them in the following 
day, if he could find them." Of course he could not locate them. We went into 
his shop two weeks ago Saturday and he still had not located them, but sent us 
six miles farther up the road to Joshua Tree. 

The fellow there showed me a small box of transit tokens, from which I 
purchased two CA 450 D tokens (still looking for 2 of the 5 varieties) giving him 
$2 after he asked 50<t for the pair. He said he had a large number of tokens at 
home and said he would bring some in on Monday if we would come back. We did 
and he handed me the same small box but indicated there were "a couple of pieces 

in the front that he had found for me." One turned out to be a CA 630 C 

(Pasadena) with a catalog value of $50 (indicated on the 2x2), the other was a Tops 
Taxi token that Louis crawford had reported a year or so back and was written 
up in The Fare Box but not listed as we had not seen one. Mike asked me $25 
for both. I asked if he were sure as the Pasadena token was a $50 piece. He said 

he had gotten it "very reasonably and was making a profit on it and assumed it 

would make me happy." It certainly did! We are to go back soon to look through 
some more of his "many boxes" of tokens. 

THE C.A.T.A. MYSTERY SOLVED 

Pictured last month as #15 on page 129 was a plastic token inscribed C.A.T.A. 
and I wondered about it. Comes now a note from Larry Dziubek reminding me that 
he had reported this one a year ago. Seems the token in question is an error for 
PA 615 K, which is just like it but has C.A.T.A. It won't be listed, of course.

Bill Sowell reports that the Fort Smith woodnik is a general fare token, 
probably issued for special occasions, since only 1,000 were issued. The NIS will 
handle. 

Bill Sowell reports that the Quincy, IL, tokens are used for Regular, Student 
8 Senior fares. The regular fare fee is 40<: and the student £ senior rate is 25<;. 
While the tokens are available 1 understand they do not push their sales as they 
also have monthly passes available for regular usage, which represent quite a 
savings over the purchase of tokens, because they do not discount the tokens on 
multiple purchases. Almost makes me believe they have issued the tokens as a tie 
to the past as they are nearly identical to the IL 720 E thru 1, which the lady 1 
dealt with told me was intentional. It will be handled by the New Issues Service. 

Dennis Yule reports the Portage, Ml, token is used at a carousel located in 
the food court of the Oossroads Mall. Dennis has obtained a supply for N.I.S. 
members . 

Clay County Rural Transit of Moorhead, MN, operates two routes. One is 
Moorhead to Detroit Lakes, and the other is Moorhead to Barnesville. The bus will 
stop at any corner along a route when a passenger signals the driver to stop. The 
listed token is used as the second half of a round trip anywhere along the two 
routes, hence it has a variety of values. There is a shortage of tokens since the 
local authority does not want to go to the expense to issue different tokens for each 
different destination /fare. The N.I.S. will not handle this one since the remaining 
supply is on the low side. Bill notes the generic token we have listed as WA 710 
E was initially used for a short time prior to the listed plastic, by this bus line. 

The Canton, NY, listing was pictured last month (as #14). This special use 
token will probably not be available thru the N.I.S. 

Charlotte, NC 160 K is the latest of a continuing series of multi-use tokens. 
This year it features the McCoil Center For Visual Arts, built in 1926, and was a 
functioning ARP Presbyterian Church for many years. Heavily damaged by a fire 
in 1985, it was rebuilt and now hosts an artist-in-residence program. Fred Sader 
has obtained a supply for our New Issues Service. 

The similar Presentation Piece listing may still be available thru the "Park It" 
office at 704-375-3177. It was struck by Silvertowne Mint and sells for $20. 

Jerry Schaeper discovered the first depotel token from Antigo, Wl, at a show 
in Louisville, KY. He ended 2003 "on a real bang." 

Oshkosh Sawdust Days issued their 2004 woodnik early, in anticipation of this 
summer's annual carnival. We listed their first Issue 9/03. This bi-colored (black 
obverse, red reverse) issue is available to NIS members thanks to Bill Garrison,

Together with this issue you will find the Index to Volume 57 (2003), on the 
back of which is a list of ail tokens reported in supplements in 2003. This is not 
part of this issue, and should be put with your December 2003 Fare Box. 
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Shane Cornell keeps us abreast of new discoveries in his home state, and in 
this month's Catalogue Supplement you will find a new one listed for Shattuck, OK, 
owned by Johnny Satterlee. I used to look upon these round cardboards with dis- 
dain, but I have come to have a special affection for them. All of them were issued 

prior to World War I, and they have about them a delightful odor of antiquity. And 

they are rare as rare can be, for most were destroyed. Cardboard doesn't wear 

well across the decades. There is a photo of the token below (reverse is blank). 
To its right is another one reported by Shane, similar to Unidentified #254. This 
new one is aluminum and was dug out of the ground. The photo shows the corrosion 
consequent to long interment, and I hope the picture comes out OK. As both this 
one and 254 were found in Oklahoma, the tokens almost certainly were used there.

Bob Kelley reports 4 new carousel tokens in use in Las Vegas. One of them 
has already been described in The Fare Box (but not yet listed). A second one 
is 23mm brass: "Family Entertainment / No / Cash / Value / hh // Good For / One 
/ Carousel / Ride" and a 3rd one is "Las Vegas / Outlet / Center / Nevada // Good 
For 1 One I Carousel / Ride" (with hh mintmark on obverse). A 4th one is fascin- 
ating: "Menagerie Carousel / Meadows Mall / ncm / Las Vegas, Nevada // Meadows 

Mall / Good For One Spin!!!" this one is 25mm copper. The other 3 are 23mm brass. 
As we have members in Las Vegas, I am hoping we'll be able to get these for the 
New Issues Service. 


My list of possible carousel tokens last month inspired several members to do 
some investigating. Fred Ryan checked out the Valley Amusement Park in Nashville 
and found a 29mm brass sold at 25 for $20, or $7 each. The token is "Nashville Val- 
ley Fair Trade Token / $1.00 / Not Legal Tender II Nashville / (top of carousel) 
/ Valley Fair / Amusement / Park" but as It has nothing about being good for a ride, 
and conceivably could be for other stuff at the park, probably we won't list it. Fred 
says the token won't be used next year, but new ones will. 

Bill Garrison found a $1.50 brass 25mm listable token used on the carousel at 
the Naibi Zoo in Coal Valley, IL. The token is "No / Cash / Value / hm // Good 
For / One / Carousel / Ride / hh" interesting in that it has the "hm" mintmark on 
one side, and "hh" on the other side. Bill will see about getting a supply for our 
New Issues Service. Bill also called Park City Center In Lancaster, PA, and was 
told they use a "gold colored" token but it's not listable as it has simply "No Cash 
Value" on obverse, and an eagle on the reverse. Then he called Saratoga Springs, 
NY, and was told they do use a token "but the telephone operator was of the opin- 
ion that it is a commemorative and not sure if it is good for a fare." He will keep 
checking to be sure, 

John Tolson sends me lots of Information on the Clifton Rocks Railway, an item 
of which was mentioned last month on the front page. Several other members also 
sent information. It opened in 1893 In Great Britain.

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THE MAN BEHIND THE N.I.S. - A LABOR OF LOVE 

By Ron Geppert 

Who is this man of the New Issues Service that sends me an envelope of new 
tokens each month? Before I answer that question let me provide a little background 
information on the New Issues Service. It was begun by John G. Nicolosi, L-116, 
in 1955. Needless to say he was the first NIS manager and carried the ball until 
1983 when James D. Hemphill awsumed the reins of management. Jim did a remarkable 
job for the next 16 years until his sudden and unexpected death (major heart attack) 
in 1999. Barbara Hemphill decided to continue the service in Jim's name but it 
became too much for her with her numerous other obligations and hobbies. Mr. 
William Sowell relieved Barbara of the task in November, 1999, and mailed his first 
shipment on December 26, 1999. Thus he is only the third manager of the New 
Issues Service. 

Bill lives in Cathedral City, CA (114 miles east of Los Angeles on I-IO) and 
has been a retired bus driver for four years. Bill is married to Jenine and they 
have five children. He entered the token collecting hobby in 1990 and collects U.S., 
Canadian and other Western Hemisphere transit tokens. This dedicated man spends 
innumerable hours each month ensuring that the 186 members of the NIS receive their 
new tokens. 

Various members procure the tokens for the NIS but many times it is left up 
to Bill to make the contacts and secure enough for each mailing. On the agerage, 
six to eight tokens are mailed out each month. The tokens require a separate little 
envelope for each one that must have the token catalogue number stamped on it. 
This is done by using a Rogers Printing Kit that has removable rubber letters and 
numbers which are inserted into a holder with attached handle. The envelopes are 
then laid out sixty at a time and stamped by hand. Then each envelope must be 
accurately stuffed with the correct token, ably completed by Bill's assistant Jenine. 
Next they are organized into groups of 60 and placed in Postal Service tubs, after 
they have been laid out 40 at a time and both "first class mail" and the return 
address are stamped on each mailer to which the proper postage is also applied. You 
have noticed that Bill and Jenine do not make many mistakes. At least I have not 

seen one. The preprinted statement forms are stamped with the date, shipment 

number, annotated as to beginning balance, shipment total and ending balance. This 
information is also entered on each member's account ledger sheet. 

The address labels are printed using his computer and placed beside the 

completed statements. An address label is applied to one of the stuffed mailers, 
the appropriate statement form enclosed and finally the mailer is sealed. If the ship- 
ment reduces the member's account below the required $15 minimum, the ending bal- 
ance on the statement and the member's name on the address label are highlighted 
in yellow as a reminder. When a member's account balance is insufficient to supply 
the tokens, he/she (they) are written a reminder letter. (Please watch your bal- 
ance because Bill certainly has enough to do without sending reminders.) 

For the two Canadian, one Swedish and one Czech Republic members the mailers must 
also have a customs declaration attached. Each shipment consumes approximately 
thirty man /woman hours to assemble, pack, address and mail. 

About five days following the mailing of an NIS shipment, the deposit checks 
begin rolling in to update account balances. On receipt, each envelope has the mem- 
ber's NIS account number placed in the upper left hand corner, the date of receipt 
stamped on the envelope below the return address, the envelopes are arranged in 
account number sequence and opened. The amount of the check is written below 
the date stamp and the member's number written on the upper left hand corner of 
the check. the ledger sheets are updated directly from the check with the date re- 
ceived, amount in the plus column and the balance in the right hand column of the 
appropriate member's page. Then the checks are each listed on a "deposit summary" 
sheet for deposit when completed. They are also identified with a "deposit to account 
no." stamp and clipped to the cover of the booklet. The member's number is entered 
between the check number and the amount on the carbon of the deposit summary 
for a cross check. 
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Empty envelopes are stored in a box in numerical order as a second cross check 
and the previous envelope is removed. Checks continue to arrive for about another 
three to four weeks. 

Bill told me that he would ^ess he spends another seventy to ninety hours 
per month with other duties as the NIS managfer. He follows up on leads and ac- 
quires, when possible, new tokens for the NIS, logs in the new tokens keeping track 
of their number, cost and pricing to members. Other duties include answering mem- 
ber’s correspondence, welcoming all new members to the AVA and informing them 
of the services provided by the NIS, Keep in mind that he does all this each month 
for 186 NIS members with his donated time. I did the math and that averages out 
to be anywhere from 1,4 to 2.5 hours per token shipped. 

So now you know that the single padded envelope that arrives in your mail eight 
or nine times per years does not just magically happen for your benefit. The mag- 
ician behind all those envelopes is Bill Sowell and he deserves a standing ovation 
from all us NIS members. He certainly has redefined ’’Labor of love." Let’s hear 
it for Bill!

Masthead buffs will note that I have had the new addresses of the AVA and of 
our Advertising Managers set In appropriate type above. Heretofore 1 had just past- 
ed the new addresses over the old ones. It looks better now. 


April 3. I was swamped with orders for our new 8-year supplement to the 
Atwood-Coffee Catalogue. I am still In the process of addressing, stamping, stuffing, 
and mailing them all. As I'm doing it ail myself, it takes a while. I still have about 
40 of them left, but I haven't been to the mailbox for five days, so probably I have 
more orders down there. I think there is still time for your order one, $5 postpaid. 
A huge bargain for a very indispensable book to bring your catalogue up to date. 

Charles Heilman, who lives near the Mackinac Bridge in Michigan, sends a 
clipping telling about the new 50th Anniversary toll token that will be issued this 
year. This magnificent bridge began being built May 7, 1954. The new toll token 
will be issued this spring, and 25,000 will be struck. 1 am confident we shall have 
them for our New Issues Service, as we have the previous issues. The new token 
bears the date 1954 with a picture of construction workers silhoueted against the 
waters of the Straits of Mackinac. The new token will bring to 175,000 the number 
of toll tokens in circulation. Toll is $2.50 per crossing, but tokens in quantity are 
only $1.50. 


PA 760 A is a very interesting token. They were individually hand-stamped 
on U.S. large cents and various other coins and tokens. Bill Sowell sends a scan 
of one he just acquired which is 34imm, instead of 28mm. Bill’s has a hole toward 
the edge, and appears to be struck over a British token of some sort, and there are 
traces of an inscription on the planchet. Does anyone else have a larger than 28mm 
version of this token? 


There's been some interesting stuff on ebay lately. There is right now the only 
known example of MO 600 C (Moberly) which was discovered May 2003. Current bid 
is $295, rather high for a vintage 1920s or 1930s bus token. But it is a nice one. 
It probably will go even higher. A nice example of KS 770 B, the Oswego hack token 
with a 1904 cent encased, sold for $332.87, a good price for a very nice token. A 
nice lA 485 A (Iowa Falls) went for $360. This hack token is census-6, so $360 would 
be on the slightly high side to my way of thinking. But who knows? 


Someone on the internet is offering large quantities of obsolete NY subway tokens 
for ambitious prices: NY 630 AO $2; AS $1.75, BJ $2.50, AX $5. But you have to 
pay a "Processing fee" of $50 on each order, and you have to buy the tokens In lots 
^f 100. Thanks to George Cuhgj^or passing it along. Any tak^s? 
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Some interesting enlarged photos on the opposite page. The Branaman's Stage 
Line token is a beauty, apparently in uncirculated condition, from Florence, AZ, 
with a 2-digit phone number. It must date from around 1920 or thereabouts. The 
size of the aluminum token was not given {on ebay). But a starting bid of $1,200 

was necessary, or a "buy it now” for $2,000. There were no takers, so no sale. 

In any event it's an unlisted early Arizona token. 

The S. & P. token below it is a 24mm brass with incuse letters on both sides. 
It's listed in this month's catalogue supplement. There are now 3 known tokens for 
the Smith 8 Proctor Transfer Line of Brazil, IN, about which I know nothing. The 

new one is singular in that it abbreviates the word "transfer" with "tran'r". I know 

of no other token with such a shortening of the word. Years ago when 1 acquired 
the IN 140 B from Marie Johnson, she informed me that the lady from whom she pur- 
chased it told her that the token had been originally owned by the widow of General 

George Armstrong Custer, whose home was in Brazil. Gen. Custer fell in battle 

at Little Big Horn, MT, on June 25, 1876. I don't know if the story is true, but 

I like to think so. It adds a touch of interest to the token. 

The token at the bottom of the opposite page was also on ebay, described as 
a brass token "about 50 cent size." The reverse was not pictured, but the submit- 
ter said the reverse was inscribed "cooperativa ano 1916 10 centimos". I like the 
nice old trolley pictured on the token, but I don't think it is a fare token. The 
obverse says something about "montepio" (whatever that means) of the employees 
of the street railways of Barcelona. I think it's a canteen token or a meal check 
for the tram employees. It sold for $26. Can anyone shed more light on it? 



Bob Schopp sends along a scan of the above token, a 29mm aluminum with 
the same inscription on both sides. "Good For One Ride on Rampage / Morey's / 
Pier". Hegives following story about the token, whose exact use remains a mystery; 

In an ebay lot I recently bought, I got a token that I had not seen before. A scan 
is attached. It is 29t[im aluminum and anodized blue. It looks fairly recent. Morey's 
Pier is located in North Wildwood, NJ (city code 590) in Alpert & Smith's amusement 
token catalogue. It is only about 100 feet north of Wildwood. I did an Internet 
search and they do not have a ride called Rampage. There Is a coaster by that name 
in Vlsionland in Alabama. There are a number of sites for coaster enthusiasts and 
they list current and old rides and none list a Rampage at Morey's. I have a dozen 
amusement tokens from Morey's and a half dozen elongated cents and none use this logo 
(2 waves and a sun?) 

I emailed the admissions manager at Morey's and he had not heard of the token and 
he had worked there 30 years. I sent him a scan of the token and he was going to 
check around and get back to roe. They use ride tickets and wrist bands all the times 
I took my kids to Morey's. They own 4 piers in Wildwood and have amusement tokens 
saying MOREY'S PIER or MOREY'S PIERS. The wording on my token would appear to make 
it a transportation token, but I would like to know what it was used for and are more 
available. 

John Byars reports that he has picked up GA 580 Z (Macon), This is a fascin- 
ating token because of the "I buy my groceries from Greer Lake 8 Co. and pay for 
them" on reverse. I like that "and pay for them" bit. Greer Lake was in business 
as early as the Civil War because I've seen a Confederate cover with their return 
address printed on the envelope. John's token makes at least 4 known. 
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THE BUTTE MERRY-CO-ROUND TOKENS

An excellent article on amusement tokens of all types, by former AVA member 
Russell Rulau {#437, joined 1962) appeared in the March 23 issue of Numismatic News , 
through whose plant in lola, Wl, AVA conventioneers toured in 2002.

For years the T.O. Newman tokens were Unidentified, but in July 1980, thanks 
to a tip from George Gould, we found a home for them. The tokens were used at 
an amusement park in Columbia Gardens in Butte from the 1890's up to about 1904. 
Knowiton & Lucado, who issued MT 140 I, are listed in a 1904 Butte City Directory, 
and it is believe that they probably took over from T.O. Newman about that time. 
Lucado was also listed as a carriage maker in Butte. 





The variety of the Newman tokens is fascinating. He must have done a good 
business, as he issued at least the 4 varieties we list. I own three of the Newman 
tokens, but the one i need bears the manufacturer's signature "Bally, Butte". On 
my 3 tokens, the flag above the tent that houses the merry-go-round, and the pen- 
nant beneath it, flies to the left on 140 J, and the right on 140 H and K. I don't 
own 140 C, but the photo in the AVA files shows that its flag flies to the right, 
and it has no rosettes on the obverse. The merry-go-round shown on the tokens 
is really beautiful, and detailed. The Knowiton token is a bit larger, its flag flies 
to the left, and the merry-go-round is a bit more modern. On the Newman tokens, 
there is a little steam engine shown, which operates the merry-go-round. On the 
Knowiton token there is no steam engine. Photos of H, I, and J, are shown below,

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RAILWAY DEPOT LOCKER TOKENS OF THE EX-USSR 
Compiled £rom various sources by Charles Hodder # 3081 
These tokens are used in lieu of coins (due to shortages. I'm sure) to pay for locker rentals in railway stations, 
much the way coin-op lockers are in use here in train stations, swimming pools, amusement parks, etc. While irot good 
for fares, these tokens are produced by transU companies for use ONLY in railway stations and are an interesting and 
enjoyable sub-genre of foreign transit token collecting worthy of some sort of cataloguing. 

Please note that when I compiled this listing I used the closest approximation in our alphabet to the Cyrillic 
letters used on all of the tokens except for the listing for Bstoiua, which uses our alphabet As a result the listings are not 
100% accurate. For example, I use the letter “A" to represent 3 different Cyrillic letters, only one of which is an exact 
match for the letter "A" in English. The other two C 3 rtiUic letters have no other close approximation in our alphabet One 
actually looks like an upside-down "V” and the other looks like a triangle with tails on the right and left sides. The same 
can be said of the letter "X", which represents two distinct Cyrillic letters. Luckily, due to the simplicity of most of the 
token legends, it is nearly impossible to look at this list, and then at the tokens themselves and be confused as to what 
exactly the English letter represents in C)rrillic...even with three possible letters represented by "A". This listing system 
also leads to an amalgam of capital and lower case letters mixed together in the descriptions. Because of this, 1 have 
decided not to use the AVA standard listing style where the obverse is listed in all caps and the reverse is listed in all 
lower case. Where a lower case letter is used anywhere In this listing (besides Estonia) it represents a Cyrillic letter of a 
similar look ("b" and "r” for example). Also, "N" and "R" represent the "backwards" "N" and "R" in the Cyrillic 
alphabet. Despite the potential ambiguity of using one of our letters to represent multiple Cyrillic characters and the 
mixing of capitals and lower case, this should still ease identification since most tokens use only abbreviations (making 
direct translation to English completely useless) and other tokens look very similar to fare tokens used by the same cities, 
and so could otherwise be easily confused.

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The Seaport Village carousel token was a recent ebay offering, so I decided to 
check it out. The telephone number listed for the carousel turned out to be a pay 
phone. The Seaport Village management company finally returned my call and gave 
md an LA area code number. I learned that the owner of the carousel operation was 
out of the picture and I was in contact with the trustee. He was aware of the listed 

CA 745 AD, but not a large aluminum. The next time he visited the Seaport Village 

operation he checked out the storeroom and the booth and found one token on site. 

He estimates it was probably used about 10-15 years ago. The modern issues have 

a tendency to show up eventually, hence we cite a *** value for now. 

Bill Sowell informs me the CA 1000 listing was briefly mentioned in The Fare Box 
a few years ago. Recently he discovered a spoecimen at a coin shop. He checked 
it out and was informed the token was no longer in use and the remaining supply 
had been tossed last year. 

John Coffee thought he was buying IN 140 A from Paul Cunningham, but when 
he received the token it turned out to be unlisted. This may have been the earliest 
of the three Brazil listings. 

The Wyandotte, Ml, taxi token was pictured on page 136 of the December 2003 
Fare Box. This is a city subsidized issue for seniors. Token use depends on the 
distance traveled. Zone one (local) takes 2 tokens; Zone two takes 3 tokens; Zone 
three takes 4 tokens. The local authority refused to sell me a specimen when I con- 
tacted City Hall. 

L.C.T.A. (Luzerne County Transportation Authority) issued the two plastic lis- 
tings a number of years ago. They are used by organizations for special events. 
The N.I.S. contacted the local authority and learned they could not make available 
a quantity for N.I.S. members. I was informed that PA 985 K and L are still in use, 
values now $1.25 and $1.00. 

Three more Newport Bridge, Rl, tokens to list this month. Our Editor told me 
last summer that there was a 2002 issue, but I lacked description until now. The 
2003 issue has been supplied to the N.I.S. a few months ago. 1 held up its listing 

so 1 could list it in chronological order. If the N.I.S. will handle the 2002 and 2004 

issues, we need some help from a local Rhode Island member. Bill Garrison contacted 
the local authority a few months ago and offered to pay $10 extra for an employee 
to sort thru tokens to locate the specimens we needed, but has not received any feed- 
back to date. 

The Amusement Ride Token Non Local is like 206 A but with the hm mintmark 

on the reverse. It was found in a dealer’s junk box at the recent WEST exonomia

Richard Bciracr, ADA C-224, of Fort Hadisati, Inioa, joined us hack in 1956. Owner 
of a service station and garage, he cane into good fortune in 1958 when he purchased 
an old bus garage once owned hy the local transit in Fort niadison. In one corner, 
under dust and grime, he found thousands of Fort ladison tokens, most of them were 
lA 390 D, hut there were well over 100 each of 390 A and B, and just 16 of a prev- 
iously unknown school token, 390 C. I visited him in the summer of 1958 in Fort 
Cladison, and over coffee and cake at his kitchen table, we talked tokens for hours, 
and he gave me two of the precious 390 C tokens He was a delightful individual, 
and an avid collector. For the last two years he was afflicted hy complications 
from diabetes, and he died last month, at age 90. 


May 1, I still have a dozen left of the 8-Year Supplement to the Atwood-Coffee 
Catalogue, if anyone still needs one. Only $5.00 postpaid. The copy for the Sup- 
plement to the Car Wash Token Catalogue is all ready, and I shall take it to the prin- 
ter on Monday, May 3.

Thanks to the efforts of Yosef Sa'ar of Elat, Israel, the National Transport Tok- 
ens of Great Britain has donated a generous quantity of a new One Pound token, 
similar to the one I advertised before, but the new one was struck by the Royal 
Dutch Mint in Holland, and bears their mintmark on either side of the date on 
obverse. The die work is a trifle different. Because of the mintmarks, this will be 
a separate listed major variety. Because of the donation, I can let collectors have 
them for only $1.00 each postpaid (that is barely more than half the face value). 
But please do send me an addressed envelope. I'll put a commemorative stamp on 
it. Scans of obverse and reverse are below: 
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Last month at the bottom of page 23 I ran a photo of a token from Barcelona, 
Spain, that pictured an old trolley. I didn't think it was good for a ride. Comes 
now a letter from Yosef Sa'ar of Elat, Israel, to inform me that he has 3 different 
denominations of these in his collection; a 24mm brass 5 Centimos; a 31imm brass 
10 Centimos (the pictured one); a 19mm white metal 50 centimos. "Montepio," it 
seems, which is on the token but I could not translate, means something like "pension 
fund." These tokens were issued by the Cooperative Enterprise of the Pension Fund 
of the Tramway Employees. Very attractive, but not ride tokens. 

Some interesting stuff on ebay lately. CA 575 Aa, the common Oakland horsecar 
token (cat. $7.50, brought $21 in AVA auction) sold for $210.48. If the person who 
paid $210.48 for that token had joined the AVA and bought our catalogue (total cost 
$52) he would have saved himself some serious money. Then from Sawtelle, CA, 
a brass octagonal (no size given) inscribed "Good For / One / Ride" on reverse, 
and "V.W. Earp / Sawtelle" on obverse. V.W. Earp, presumably, was Virgil Earpi 
brother of famed V/yatt Earp. Virgil did live in Sawtelle, there is no evidence that 
he was involved in any business there. The token had a starting bid of $4,800.00 
and there were no bidders, so it didn't sell. Seller said it was found in a Nevada 
dump a couple years back. Nice old token, but at $4,800.00??? 

Art Soucy has a "love token" type engraved coin, his being an 1883 U.S. dime 
with a beautiful trolley car engraved on reverse. As electric streetcars didn't really 
come into their own till a few years later, my guess is that the engraving was done 
later than 1883. I have a couple such tokens myself. One is a U.S. 1889 dime, 
engraved on reverse "Car Fare / Oct. 15, 1889". Maybe the first collected fare on 
a new streetcar line? Another one I have is an 1891 nickel with an attached loop, 
engraved "Nov. 25, 91 / 1st / Fare Coll. / on El. Ry. S.C." with elaborate scroll 
work. Now if I just knew which electric (elevated?) Railway began operating on 
November 25, 1891. Sioux City perhaps? Does any member have similar engraved 

coins with a transit connection? 

Hal Ford reports a 39mm aluminum inscribed "Communities in Motion / (SEPTA 
logo) / October 16, 2003 // The PCC II / (SEPTA LOGO) / Route 15 Trolley". Does 
anyone know what this is, and what happened October 16, 2003, in Philadelphia? 

Chicago CTA is selling 20,000,000 tokens for scrap for $157,000, to Osborne 
Coinage of Cincinnati. These are full and half fare and parking tokens, which have 
been obsolete since 1998. Osborne is getting 132,642 pounds of them. "Each token 
will be cut in half and left with jagged edges to prevent use elsewhere," we are told. 
CTA will keep about 2,000 of them for jewelry. This from a CTA press release of 
April 14, 2004, sent in by Yosef Sa'ar, who used to live in Chicago. 

In the same vein, 45,000,000 New York subway tokens (342,000 pounds of them) 
will be melted down by M & M Scrap Metals of Elizabeth, NJ. M S M paid $500,000 
for the hoard, which "will be melted down into a noncorrosive alloy that will be 
transformed into solid bars and used to make car, airplane and computer parts." 
Back in 1998, the NY Transit Authority similarly disposed of 60,000,000 of its 
bullseye tokens (NY 630 BE,BC,BI). 

Eugene Schaetzel sends along a 20mm brass token inscribed "Nassau County 
/ State of New York / (rampant lion) // No / Cash / Value". This was mentioned 
on page 122 of the November 1999 Fare Box when we listed NY 285 E. This one 
has the same obverse but the "no cash value" on reverse means it could be for any- 
thing and not necessary transportation. Gene says he has 65 to 100 of them. Now 
if someone could get firm evidence of what this token was used for. 

Bob Kelley reports a generic ride token now in use on a carousel at the Savan- 
nah Mall in Georgia. It is 28mm aluminum anodized red: "Ride / Token // No / 
Cash / Value" Probably listable in some category. 

Memphis has opened a new Madison Avenue light rail line, 2 miles long using 
vintage streetcars. Operates from Main Street to Cleveland street. 
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George Cuhaj writes about NY 630 BL, listed February 1 999. BL is the same 
as 630 AT except that it has two obverses. Obviously an error, but it was placed 
in use and accepted so we listed it. George, it seems, has two that are just the 
opposite. He has two of 630 AT but with two reverses and no obverse. It figures, 

I guess, that if we have a two-obverse token, we'd have a two-reverse token to 
match it. 


in the 5th Edition of our catalogue, TX 145 K is listed as (Vars.) but no 
varieties are pictured in Volume III, as presumably Gene Godsoe didn't own them. 
So here they are. The varieties are quite distinctive, almost enough to warrant two 
major listings. The tokens are listed at $3.50, but I suspect are somewhat scarcer 
than that price would indicate. All the Bryan tokens are interesting for the various 
ads that appear on them.

LIVERY & BUS LINE TOKENS 



The Coulter Bros, livery & bus line tokens have been a mystery for years. 
The first one found was Unidentified #91, a 25mm brass with stand-up letters, in- 
scribed "Coulter Bros. Livery S Bus Line". As i recall this was found by Dan 
DiMichael, who thought, and hoped, that it was from Pennsylvania. Then over the 
years other, more primitive, types of tokens were found for this line: 23mm brass 
with incused letters and no punctuation, inscribed "Coulter & Bro Livery £ Bus 
Line", The odd thing about the incused-letter versions is that they come with the 
months of the year on them. So far we've found tokens for January, February, 
March, and September. Just last month a new "Feb" one was on ebay and fetched 
a very good price, even though it has no known origin. Above are enlarged pic- 
tures of the stand-up letter token and the "Jan" incuse-letter token. The reverses 
are shown larger than the obverses. Actually of course they are the same size. 
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THE TOKENS OF THE HOUSATONIC RAILROAD 
By John Coffee

In 1986 I wrote an article on the transportation tokens of Connecticut for the 
Newsletter of the Association for the Study of Connecticut History, which included 
quite a bit of information about the Housatonic Railroad. It just occurred to me that 
very little about the tokens of this firm has ever been published in The Fare Box. 

The earliest transportation tokens of Connecticut were those issued by the 
Housatonic Railroad. The Housatonic RR was chartered in 1836, making it one of 
the earliest railroads in the United States. It took its name for the river along which 
its route followed. Operations actually began in 1842, and by 1874 it was operating 
74 miles of track from Bridgeport to the Massachusetts border. From the border 
to West Stockbridge, MA, it leased 22 miles of track from the Berkshire Railroad, 
and from West Stockbridge to the New York border it leased 2.75 miles from the West 
Stockbridge RR. It also leased 22 miles of track from the Stockbridge & Pittsfield 
Railroad between Great Barrington and Pittsfield, and another 5.36 miles of track 
from the New York, Housatonic S Northern Railroad. In 1874 the Housatonic RR 
was operating 17 locomotives, 16 passenger cars, 8 baggage cars, and a large num- 
ber of freight cars. The Housatonic RR was absorbed into the New York, New Haven 
S Hartford RR in 1892, and its trackage became a branch of that system. 

During its lifetime the Housatonic RR issued a series of 42mm brass tokens 
with incused lettering on one side, and blank reverses. Nine varieties of these have 
so far been found by collectors — eight from Connecticut and one from Massachusetts. 
Tokens have been found for sections 2,5,6,7,9,10,11,12,14. No doubt tokens exist 
for the missing sections (1,3,4,8,13, and possibly 15), Studying a map, I notice 
that the sections seem to overlap. 

The tokens had a special use. They weren't available to the public, but were 
used by trackwalkers. The trackwalker would traverse a section, about 10 to 15 
miles, and then use the token to provide his passage back at the end of the day. 
In those days all railroads had trackwalkers, for the condition of the rails was a 
vital concern in an age when travel by train was at best a hazardous undertaking. 
For instance in one year alone— 1890— 6,335 people were killed and 35,362 were in- 
jured in the United States by railroad accidents. One of the most frightful dangers 
was "the snake," a loose rail that would come up through the wooden floor of a car 
on a fast-moving train and impale a row of passengers in their seats. Trackwalkers 
were the chief means of watching for such dangers. 

The Housatonic RR tokens are all very rare, and as all of them are well over 
a hundred years old it is not likely very many will surface. I have four of them 
in my collection. I doubt if anyone will ever own them all.

The Anchor Taxi token of Sitka, AK has been known for some time, pictured 
page 62, 6/86, but no one could dig up any background information. Ron Benice 
reported there was no Anchor Taxi in 1986. John Coffee wrote in 1990 and his letter 
was returned marked “unknown.” Recently, a specimen was offered in Feisel’s Token 
Jamboree 2004 auction. I decided to research and learned there are currently two 
operations, Arrowhead Taxi and Sitka Cabs, Inc. After several telephone calls I finally 
located an oldtimer in the cab business. He remembered the operation located at 303 
Lincoln and the owner. Anchor Taxi operated circa early 1970’s to about 1980. The 
owner departed Sitka about 25 years ago. Many Alaska tokens have been offered on 
eBay this past year, but I have never seen this one. 

The Albert Lea, MN Freeborn County Connection tokens recently became obsolete. 
Last year the FCC wanted $3.00 each per specimen. Now the NIS will handle at a more 
reasonable cost. The green plastic was a regular fare issue and sold in quantity 6 for 
$10.00, fare $2.00. The octangle purple plastic senior fare sold 12 for $10.00. There was 
also a youth woodnik, but it lacked adequate verbi^e for listing. 

Lake Community Transit was recently launched by two young ladies. It operates three 
routes, blue, green, and pink, also the color of the buses, in and around Osage Beach and 
Lake Ozark, MO. Before April, service was Fri., Sat, Sun.; after, it operates 7 days a 
week as the tourist season arrives. Many local businesses are “supporters” of this 
operation, and there was a fomth issue which they give to customers under certain 
circumstances. The NIS will handle these four. 

The Mansfield, OH, Richland Carrousel Park 2004 listing is the latest of a continuing 
series. Local AVA member obtained a supply for the NIS. Note, they raised the value, 
and this year’s listing lacks a reeded edge. 

Our editor published a list of possible leads on some unlisted amusement ride tokens page 
4, 1/24. Bill Garrison checked out Coal Valley, IL. The Naibi Zoo operates a carousel 
that uses a generic listable ride token and has obtained a supply for the NIS. 


THE SUSQUEHANNA RIVER TUNNEL FANTASY TOKEN 

Last month George Schroder send me a tantalizing token, aluminum 32mm inscribed "I USE THE SUSQUEHANNA 
RIVER TUNNEL (EST. 193^) /jIM/HORN/WSBA/3-7 pm // GOOD FOR ONE PASSAGE / T.A.T.A. L.A.L.A. / WSBA / DIAL 910 
/ SUSQUEHANNA RIVER TUNNEL". So of course I looked up WSBA on the internet, obtained a phone number, and 
phoned Jim Horn, who was happy to explain the token. Seems he made 1,000 of these back in about 1979 as 
a joke. There is no "Susquehanna River Tunnel" at all, but he started giving the traffic on the radio, al- 
ways describing the traffic jams in the tunnel, which he said was a typical bureaucratic boondoggle, as it 
was one lane eastbound, and 12 lanes westbound. Ttie "T.A.T.A." is for "Tunnel & Tube Authority" which never 
existed, and "L.A.L.A." is for the "Line & Lane Authority" which also never existed. The whole thing was 
Intended as a joke, but things started getting out of hand when motorists began inquiring locally for dir- 
ections to the "Susquehanna River Tunnel." So Jim decided he'd better call the whole thing off. He gave 
out the tokens to friends, and to visitors to the radio WSBA studio, which is in York, PA. 1 think it's 
kind of a neat token with such a story behind it. No, he hasn't had any of these tokens for years, except 
for just one he saved as a souvenir.

I own it, but I don't think there 
are more than 2 or 3 others in captivity.

Unidentified #222 is a big 45mm round cardboard token that has the look of an- 
tiquity about it. The listed token is red. Comes now a letter from John Byars who 
not only owns the red one, but an unlisted yellow one as well. An enlarged photo 
of the yellow one is below to the left (reverse is blank). 





John also reports owning Unidentified #180, a very neat-looking old token whose 
reverse somewhat resembles that of OH 165 C/H but without "cents". Could have 
been used on a boat on the Ohio River near Cincinnati? Enlarged photos are above 
to the right. 

A1 Kohihardt has a couple tokens we haven't listed because we don't know what 
they were used on. I mentioned the Campbell one on page 83 of the September 2001 
Fare Box. At the time i called the optometrist office in Tucson and was told that 
Dr. Campbell was no longer with them, and they were not inclined to talk about him, 
though they did say he had operated a carousel. But was it a real one that you 
could ride, or a toy in the office for kids to spin around? Can anyone enlighten 
us on this? The second token described below, the "Base Express", is another one 
we've known about. But just what was It used on? We have some members in the 
San Diego area. Can anyone enlighten us? I don't like to list something before I 
have some idea what, if anything, is was used on.

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TRANSPORTATION TOKENS ALTERED BY THE ISSUING COMPANY 

By John Coffee 


An interesting category of tokens are those which were issued by a transit com- 
pany, and then altered in some way by that same company, thereby creating a second 
variety for collectors. For this reason the unaltered token is often much scarcer 
than the altered one. All of this came to mind as I was studying the Knoxville tok- 
ens: TN 430 K and L. Apparently the first order of 19mm tokens arrived with the 

date 1925 on them, and then they decided that they should have 1927 on them in- 
stead. A few had already been struck with 1925, but when the manufacturer was 
informed of the change (or had the manufacture! — Scovill — simply goofed?) they at 
first altered the 1925 die to make the "5" into a "7" but this didn't work so well 
so they made new dies with 1927 on them. The result is that the true 1925 tokens 
are quite rare. Many collectors, I suspect, think they have the 1925 token when 
they actually have the altered token with the 5 smudged into a 7. Photos of the 
true 1925 and the smudged 1927 are below, along with the new 1927 token. Notice 
that the true 1925 token has a perfect "5" in the date. There is no mistaking it. 
And there aren't many of these in captivity.

A similar situation arises in the case of PA 725 C, the octagonal Oil City £ Pet- 
roleum Bridge token. Apparently the company decided to "round them out" for some 

reason, with the result that the true perfect octagonal tokens are very rare. Many 
collectors believe they have 725 C, but what they have is the "rounded" 725 C, which 
is really one of the many varieties of 725 D. The true 725 C has perfect sharp cor- 
ners formings its octagon, and they are usually in XF or better condition, for very 

few of them escaped the alteration. 

But such alteration has occurred in a number of other cases. For instance, 
NY 630 F. the 5th 6 7th Avenue Lines token. For some reason, the "5th £ 7th'' 
tokens were made into "5th" tokens. So they took the 630 F tokens on hand and 

scratched off the "5th £" from them, and then also had the original die altered so 

future tokens being struck would have a blank tablet over where "5th £" had been. 
Consequently the original 630 F tokens are extremely rare. I have it, but I don't 
know of anyone else who does. There must be a couple more of them out there some- 
where. The 630 G and H, both scarce, are not nearly so rare as 630 F. 

Then we have Ml 370 A, the Grand Rapids Railway Co. aluminum with a big 
star in its center. This one is extremely rare, whereas the 370 P, which is 370 A 
with a big hole drilled in the center, is only scarce. I don't know why the holes 

were put in them, but few seem to have escaped the holing process. A similar pro- 

cess was done to NE 440 B,C,D, all of which are extremely rare, whereas the holed 
versions of the same tokens (440 E,F,G) are barely scarce, a bunch having been 
discovered on a cane back in the 1950's. 
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On the other hand, we have the opposite situation in the case of the Beaver 
Fails, PA, Hill Top Bus Line tokens. The company, to avoid having to order new 
tokens, altered their tokens by scratching off some of the original wording. The 
result Is a bunch of very ugly tokens. A lot of work and an ugly product prob- 
ably gave them second thoughts. So the altered tokens are very scarce, whereas 
the original unaltered tokens are quite abundant. As anyone can take the common 
unaltered token and make himself the scarce altered token by some judicious scratch- 
ing, we don't give these tokens the valuation their rarity deserves. I put 65 E,F, 
C, in the AVA auction a while back and they realized only $12.25, $9.00, and $18.00, 
respectively. If pricing were based solely on rarity, I believe they would've fetched 
at least three times as much. 

A unique case is that of PA 950 F, which is simply the very common 765 Z with 
an extra punch to make the Tr-sc into a kind of cut-out Star, for use in the town 
of Washington, PA. The altered token catalogues $10 and is quite scarce, whereas 
the 765 Z is so common you can't give them away, even though every once in a 
while you will find one on Ebay offered by someone who thinks his 82-year-oId token 
is a real rarity. It's one of the few tokens so common we list it at only 15<:. 

Another fascinating case is that of MO 70 A, the extremely rare S.A. Holland 
token with a mottled reverse. The obverse die is identical to that on 70 E, the Hol- 
land token advertising a weird nostrum that "stops all aches and pains externally 
8 internally." The only thing that would really do that would be a deadly poison, 
but back in those lively days the country was awash in cure-alls. Apparently there 
was some problem, at last, discovered with the "Rest(eye) 2tion Fluid" that was "sold 
by druggists," so Mr. Holland had the reverse side of his tokens advertising the 
nostrum mottled off. As two die varieties of 70 E are known, and so far as I know 
only one example of 70 A known, all of this remains a mystery. When I visited Boon- 
ville in 1994 and talked with the daughter-in-law of S.A. Holland, she knew nothing 
of the cure-all fluid, and the library had very scant records on Boonville history. 

I know the story is around there somewhere and I would love to research it. 

Then there is the case of TX 965 G, the big 45mm round cardboard Baker 
Transfer Co. token. IN 1959 I made the acquaintance of Miss Mary Baker, daughter 
of the man who had issued all those depotel tokens, and I obtained quite a hoard 
of them. Of 965 C, there are, I believe, three perfect examples, but there were 
also three that had "to and" scratched off them. As these came from the source, 
the alteration had been done by Mr. Baker himself. What happened, I suspect, is 
that some drummers tried to ride his transfer hack from the depot to the hotel, and 
he wanted the token only used by someone who had already paid his 25C round trip 
and was given a token for the return to the depot. Notice the inscriptions on 965 
B and H,I,J,K: "to return from hotels only" or "good only from hotels. Positively 

good only for this trip." So the 965 G, which originally said "good to and from ho- 
tels" was altered to read "good from hotels." As the alteration was so primitive, 

I didn't give the token a separate listing, but it really deserves it. 

Then we have PA 725 E, the black vulcanite 26mm with the Venango Bridge 
on one side, and the Oil City 8 Petroleum Bridge on the other. Apparently when 
first issued the token was good on either bridge. But later it was decided to make 
the token specific for each bridge, so on some the Venango side was flattened off, 
and on others the Oil City 8 Petroleum side was flattened off. The result is that 
the token with both bridges intact is very scarce. In recent AVA auctions, it real- 
ized $102 and $98, respectively, whereas the 725 Bb, with Venango obliterated, 
fetched $43.00. 

There are several others, such as MD 560 B and C, issued by Potomac Edison. 
When the system was sold to Antietam Transit in 1957, the latter firm took the old 
tokens and obliterated the name of the former company, and continued using the 
tokens. Uglied up, is a better way of putting it. And PA 750 AO issued in 1949 
and good for an adult "cash" fare. In October, same year, they removed "cash" 
and used them as 3/ IOC transfer tokens,, and in 1956 as school tokens. There are 
some others, too, but the above are the most interesting.

Celebrating the centennial of the opening of the New York 

subway system in 1904, an exhibition titled "The Subway at 100; 
General William Barclay Parson and the Birth of the NYC Subway" 
salutes Parsons, the first chief engineer of the subway, and 

recognizes the importance of the subway system to the life and 
growth of the city. It is presented at the Science, Industry and 
Business Branch of the New York Public Library. 

The exhibition will focus on Parsons as a collector, prominent 
New York City personage, military engineering specialist, educator 
and, primarily, as Chief Engineer of the New York City subway 

system. Tracing the planning and financing stages of the project, 
the exhibition includes correspondence between Parsons and August 
Belmont, the major financier of the project. Bonds from the 
construction company, as well as opening day medals and programs 
enhance the story. 

The exhibit continues with reports and published works 

illustrating the growth and social and economic importance of the 
subway system to New York City, touching on subjects such as the 
importance of subway advertising, issues relating to women, and 
the environment. 

Many items will be drawn from the Library's William Barclay 
Parsons Collection; other materials such as maps, subway artifacts 
as well as tokens are on loan from the Parsons Brinckerhoff 
archives, the New York Historical Socity, the Museum of the City 
of New York, The Transit Museum, the Museum of American Financial 
History, and the collection of AVA member George Cuha j . 

The exhibition is free and open from March 23 thru September 
30, 2004. It is presented in Healy Hall, Science, Industry and 

Business Library, 188 Madison Avenue, New York City. Public hours 
10 to 8 Tuesday thru Thursday, 10 to 6 on Friday and Saturday. 

In conjunction with the exhibition, the Library will offer 
a number of public programs relating to the subway system. One 
of these included a slide illustrated lectury by George Cuhaj on 
medals and tokens of the Subway, on April 22 at 5:30 pm.

INTERESTING NEW TYPE OF OHIO 440 E 

Just now, going thru tokens I obtained in 1979 when I purchased the Ralph 
Freiberg collection, I came across a new type of OH 440 E, the yellow celluloid Lan- 
caster trolley token. The "yellow" tokens aren't as yellow as the "lemon" ones, and 
are not as scarce. The new one I discovered is fully Tmm smaller than the listed 
440 E, and is completely opaque, whereas 440 E is definitely translucent. The pic- 
tured trolley is a trifle smaller, as well. I believe the opaque token was one of the 
original batch they ordered In 1896, whereas the translucent one is from a later 
order. We know they continued using these celluloids in Lancaster until 1937, 
probably the last cells in use in the country, which is why they are fairly abundant.

NEW TRANSFER TOKEN FROM KETCHIKAN, ALASKA 

By John Coffee 

Last Fall, roaming the internet in search of new issues, I came across a listing 
for Ketchikan, AK, referring to "blue transfer tokens," so I phoned up there. I 
was bumped from person to person before I finally found someone who knew about 
the little bus system and its tokens. I was told that "they are blue and made of 
tin of some sort," but beyond that I couldn't get any information. After getting 
an answering machine all week, I sent some money and hoped someone would send 
me a couple of them (still not knowing what it looked like beyond that it was blue). 
Nothing happened. 

Just this month I decided to try again. I got a nice young lady who was sur- 
prised I had not received anything. She took my address and phone number and 
said she'd get back to me. A week later in the mail, finally, came two tokens taped 
to a sheet of paper with "Have a nice day" written beneath them. Success! It is 
a nice token: 

KETCHIKAN GATEWAY BOROUGH/THE BUS/(BUS with "The Bus" on route sign) 

A 25 Sd Ketchikan Gateway Borough/The Bus /Good/For /One/Ride/rwm [anodized blue] 

Ketchikan is a tiny city at the extreme southern corner of the Alaska Panhandle, 
population about 10,000. Information from the internet indicates the bus line has 
just 3 van buses, each can carry 30 passehgers and 12 standees. They have two 
bus lines: the green and the blue, and the fare is $1.50. Kids and seniors $1.25. 
The token is used to transfer from the green line to the blue line, hence its color. 
Tokens are available from Green Line drivers, and they cost $1.50 or $1.25. Now 
I assume the same token is for either fare, but can't be sure. Because of the dif- 
ficulty I experienced in getting two tokens, I am not sanguine about prospects for 
getting a supply for the New Issues Service. But we'll try. 

Incidentally when I went to put the new token in my collection I came across 
an interesting little pinback, and I have no idea where I got it. It's 26mm yellow 
with black printing: TRANSPORTATION PASS / KETCHIKAN / PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
with a number on the back under the pin. I assume the kids simply wore these. 

I have no idea how old it is, but I think it's been in my collection since I bought 
Ralph Freiberg's collection In 1979. ,, 


STAMFORD, CT, USING TAXI TOKENS AT RAILROAD STATION 

They are using a token at the Stamford RR station that allows the buyer to use the taxi service. 
You buy it from a machine next to the taxi stand, and it costs $2. You give the token to the starter 

who coordinates the taxi line up. The token is to pay the starter. It has nothing to do with paying 

for the taxi. Why do they need a taxi starter? It seems that the taxi area was not thought out too well. 

The token is not popular. Twice I have tried to buy one but the machine has been out or order, so the 

starter collects the $2. The starter told me the token resembles a casino token with "NO CASH VALUE" 
on it.

The carousel token we list from Auburn, AL, has been obsolete for a number 
of years and the Village Mall is now known as the Colonial Mall. Current mall 

management could not locate any specimens. Stan Varnor of Birmingham, AL, 
occasionally visits the Gadsden, AL, carousel operation that uses AL 370 B and 
obtains a few tokens each time, since the operator will not sell a quantity due to 
a low supply. He discovered several Auburn, AL, carousel tokens among the 
specimens he purchased recently. 

The South Lee, MA, Housatonic RR listing was a recent offering of ebay under 
"Collectible Transportation Raiiroadiana" and sold for $333.00. Quite a bargain! This 
is the 10th listing for this railroad which was written up in the April Fare Box. 

Harry Crow discovered the Hampton Roads Transit trolley token about a year 
ago. He attempted to check it out last summer when he visited the area. He struck 
out, but got a name of a contact person. John Coffee phoned last summer and was 
able to obtain two specimens and the name of another contact person.

THE "COMMUNITIES IN MOTION" SEPTA TOKEN 

By Bill Sowell 

My friend in New Mexico sent me oiie of the 39ram aluminum tokens you reported 
in paragraph 4 on page 34 of the April issue of The Fare Box. I spent about two 

hours on line when I received it, to learn that (1) "Communities in Motion" is or 

was an APT A (American Public Transit Association) promotion of public transit that 
was kicked off on October 16, 2003. At the same time I learned that SEPTA was 

in the process of rebuilding two of their old streetcars from the bottom up and 

refurbishing the original Route 15 trolley line. It was originally planned to open 
sometime in August, 2003, but had hit major snags in both the line reconstruction 
and trolley rebuilding. The opening date had been put off until an unknown future 
date. 1 have not checked on it lately. The token is, of course, only a promotional 
item and not a transportation token. I have it in my collection as a peripheral item. 
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The annual convention of the American Vecturist Association will be held August 
12-15 at the Sheraton Four Points Hotel in Charlotte, NC. Registration should be sent 
directly to Convention Chairman Joel Reznick at P.O. Box 116 - Wheeling, IL 60090, and 
it comes to $75. Make your own reservation directly with the hotel at 704-372-7550. 
Room is $75 single or double for AVA members only. Joel informs me he has quite a good 
number of advance registrations, more than several conventions in the past. I hope to 
see you there. 

I left Boston July 2, driving solo in my Lincoln, and followed the same route I 
took last year to California. First night was Malone, NY. Second night was North 
Bay, Ontario. No delays at all crossing into Canada or returning. But the weather 
was getting colder and colder and very wet. I pulled into Ishpeming, MI, for my 
third night's stay in a driving rainstorm at 6:30 pm, with the temperature in the 
low 40' s. This in July! Next night was Wadena, MN, with cold and rain nearly the 
whole way. On, then, across North Dakota on 1-94, and the rain finally stopped about 
at Bismarck, and it finally warmed up to 70 or so. Stopped for the night at Glendive, 
MT. Next day scattered thunderstorms and very cool weather as 1-94 became 1-90, and 
stopped for the night at Whitehall, MT. Then southward in wonderful cool sunny weath- 
er thru Idaho Falls to Twin Falls, ID. Next day was into Nevada, staying at the only 
hostelry in the AAA book for Lovelock, the Ramada Inn. It was the least expensive 
and the best motel for the entire trip. I arrived at Hal Ford's place in Moraga at 
noon on Saturday, July 10. Except for the cold and the rain it was an ideal trip, 
although I did not look for any tokens, as I was alone and cold for too many miles. 

On Monday July 12 Hal Ford and I took BART over to San Francisco and visited Pier 
39, as we had seen an unlisted, but listable, carousel token for Pier 39 on ebay. We 
found the tokens available from dispensers at $2 each, and obtained a supply for the 
N.I.S. On the way we rode some of the antique streetcars that San Francisco operates 
along Market Street and thence to Fishermen's Wharf. Fare is $1.25. At Ghirardelli 
Square we had some of the country's best ice cream, as I do every summer. And today, 
July 18, Hal and I drove down and rode the Niles Canyon Railway, as I try to do every 
summer, as well. 

While here we obtained several unlisted tokens by calling and writing, some of 
which are listed in this month’s supplement. Also lost out on a nice old merry-go- 
round token. Unidentified #277, on ebay to Dick Grinolds, who got it for $178.05. As 
the seller is in Canada, possibly the token comes from up there. 
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They are using a kind of generic ride token on a carousel in Savannah, GA, art the 
Savannah Mall. The token is 29nmi aluminum anodized red; RIDE/TOKEN //■ NQ/iGASH/'’yA]4irE 
If a local collector could get us some of these, we'd be very appreciative, 

Dennis Poland, a new member who lives in Knoxville, TN, found an unlisted token 
that appears to be from the Bahamas; 25mm white metal: PARADISE ISLAND/ INTERHOTEL 
BUS TRANSFER/ 50d/NON -REFUNDABLE // PARADISE ISLAND /INTERHOTEL BUS TRANSFER/GOOD/ FOR 1 
transfer/non -REFUNDABLE I believe if we can connect with someone on Paradise Island, 

we could obtain supplies for those collectors who save foreign TTs. 

Louis Lockwood (10420 Sugardale St. - Harrison, OH 45030-1734) saysLhe can handle 
up to 30 members in the Car Wash Token New Issues Service , which he is taking over as 
manager. Write him, or email him at elmwoodrr@fuse.net 

Randy Glucksman sends some price corrections (based on current fares) for some 
Virginia tokens: VA 885 A 2.50; 985 B $1; C 50c; D 50<;; E $5.50; F $2.50; G $1; H 50c. 
These were in the February 2003 Fare Box, but were omitted from the last supplement 
booklet. He adds a correction, that on TX 340 V, the correct spelling of the name on 
the token is BARTOSIEWICZ . 

Speaking of corrections. Bill Boncek sends several for the last Supplement booklet 
to the Atwood Coffee Catalogue; MN 500 B is blue; NY 160 C has (white printing); NY 735 
F thru M have (black printing); SC 155 A has a c after 25 on obverse; and BC 850 I shows 
a (rabbit) and not a kangaroo. These were in The Fare Box, but weren't picked up for 
the supplement booklet. 

Bill Garrison writes that ID 3'80, IC'-d - are all still in use with a fare value of 
$3.00 each, so catalogue values should be altered to reflect these new fares. 

A few years back the late Louis Crawford was roaming the Internet and found a site 
for "Alaska Backcountry Adventures" in Valdez. They offer plane rides up over the 
mountains: "Everyone has to fork over a token to the pilot every time they get on the 
plane.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

See page 54 of last month's Fare Box for details about the new Ketchikan token. It 
is not likely the New Issues Service will be able to distribute this one. 

The Beaumont, CA, token has been obsolete for about 6 years. Bill Sowell has 
contacted the Authority about obtaining a supply for the N.I.S. The fare at the 
time the token was in use was 75C- 

See page 3 of the January 2004 Fare Box for an article about the Monterey Park, CA, 
tokens. Wally Shidler had a difficult time getting even one set of them, so it is very 
unlikely the N.I.S. will be able to handle these any time soon. 

Several members spotted the San Francisco carousel token on ebay . Bob Phipps was 
the high bidder at $8.22 for the ebay token. John Coffee and I visited Pier 39 this 
past week, in the Fisherman's Wharf area of San Francisco, and found the tokens were 
available from machines at $2 each. You inserted two $1 bills and got a token, or one 
$10 bill and got 5 tokens. The carousel itself is interesting in that it is a double- 
decker. We obtained a supply for the New Issues Service. 

The N.I.S. will handle the new ID 380 K, but we lack background information at 
this time. 
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Bettendorf, lA, issued the brown plastic half fare token (77 E) , hut as It was ex- 
actly like the full fare token (77 B) , it caused confusion, so they ordered another half 
fare token in yellow (77 F) . We are hoping the N.I.S. will be able to obtain a supply. 

As mentioned on the front page of last month’s Fare Box, Charles Heilman has come 
through for our New Issues Service again, and provided a supply of the new 2004 Mackinac 
Bridge token for us. A very attractive token, as they all are. 

We don't know why they have different colored tokens for the Pipestone Transit. 

Karl Gabsch and I both obtained the two tokens from the Authority, and the N.I.S. has 
been given the information to obtain a supply for its members. 

The NV 500 K token was mentioned on page 34 of the April 2003 Fare Box. The token 
has been replaced by the 500 L token. The operation that used NV 500 J has moved its 
carousel east, either to Michigan or Wisconsin, we have been told . It is to be hoped 
that one of our local members will be able to obtain supplies of the two new listings 
for our New Issues Service. 

John Byars found that the Houston Zoo carousel was using tokens, and he discovered 
five different animals pictured on tokens. As they have 64 animals on the carousel, we 
wonder if we may expect more tokens in the future. John is seeing about obtaining sup^ 
plies of all five for the N.I.S. Fare for the carousel is $2, regardless of age. 

John Byars has come up with yet another variety of the Kelly Air Force Bus tokens. 

A few years ago we ran a long article on this bus, explaining how and why they issued 
them. They date from the 1950' s and are all quite rare. 

When we listed TX 900 B last July, we didn't realize the token came with both a 
reeded edge and a plain edge. This often happens. So this month we list the plain 
edge version. We also list a new blue version of the token. Does a plain edge version 
of the blue ©ne also exist? N.I.S. will not be able to handle these. 

The Unidentified #284 was on ebay with a starting bid of $499, which we don't think 
anyone met. We list it because we had already listed Unid. 67, overstruck on an 1877 
25c coin. This one is struck on a 50C coin. It seems highly unlikely that a bridge 
token back then would be struck on coins of such value. Very likely there are brass 
tokens bearing the same inscription, and quite possible the inscription on silver 
coins was done for souvenir purposes , or maybe as gifts? Nice tokens , but probably 
more in the "Presentation Piece" category. But where was the New Bridge, anyway? 

Bob Phipps picked up several tokens and asked about them. One is an 1892 Indian 
cent overstruck with what appears to be "MY.TUKN" or "I.TURN" We have no idea what it 
is. Any ideas? 

Another is a 29mm brass with a pierced hole inscribed COLLEGE BUS/80 on obverse 
with blank reverse. Looks very old. Could be anything, but likely a tool check or 
marker of some kind . 

A token that shows up frequently on ebay is IN 290 D with a hand-engraved inscrip- 
tion on reverse reading "INDIANA/ 25c FARE" or "INDIANA/25C TRADE". We have no idea 
who did the engraving or why it was done. As it is individually done, someone did a 
lot of work creating these. Can anyone help us out?

On the occasion of the Inaugural Ride of the Charlotte (NC) Trolley of June 25, 
2004, fifty laminated yellow fibre passes were made, forty of which were handed out 
to local dignitaries. These individuals showed the pass when they boarded for the 
First Ride, and then kept the pass. It is round and very large, 106mm, inscribed 
on both sides: "Charlotte Trolley Service Kick-Off / (trolley) / Inaugural Ride June 
25, 2004 / CATS". Fred Sader was able to obtain two of them, one of which he sent 
to Bill Sowell, who sent a photo along. 

At the American Numismatic Association convention in Pittsburgh, just ended, 
someone handed out examples of an encased transportation token: PA 765 AG, which 
is now obsolete. The 45mm encased token is inscribed, around the 765 AG: "ANA 
World's Fair of Money / 2004 / Pittsburgh, PA" on obverse, and "www.northernmint.

Old Business; 

President Sowell requested a status report on the progress of the CAR WASH TOKENS of NORTH 
AMERICA supplement. Secretary Gabsch responded that the supplement was completed with the help of 
Keith Haney and Louis Lockwooil The supplement was published in April 2004 and is a copulation of all 
new listings, price changes, corrections and attributions of Unidentified pieces as published in the FARE

Tokens are given to patrons who purchase a required amount of groceries and are given a 
token for a return trip on the local transit. The NIS will not handle this one. You have be 
there to obtain a specimen.

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November 7. My back is still about the same, so please continue to use my home (Brookline) address for all mail for the Fare 
Box and the AVA. Thanks to the many members who have expressed sympathy for my sore back. It is surpnsmg how many 
others share a similar misery. 

I regret to report the death of former AVA member John Fleer who died September 2. He was a wonderful guy and 1 recall 
having a delightful dinner with him, Joel Reznick, and BiU Garrison at the Bohemian Restaurant in Chicago on a snowy 
December evening, back about 1981. 

A few interesting tokens have been on Ebay of late. IL 95 A sold for $87.77, a very reasonable price. A North Staffordshire 
railway silver pass fetched $418.12, indicating the high prices tare Enghsh railway passes continue to bring. An oddbaU 
aluminum token with aU individuaUy stamped letters inscribed “Joe’s Taxi // Good For 50^1 Trip” brought about $10. We have 
no idea where this is from. Then a beautiful previously unknown transfer token from Brazil, IN, similar to IN 140 B but with 
entirely different die work fetched $435.00. The size of the token was not given. 

The New York City Transit Authority, in honor of the 100* anniversaty of the New York subway system, has issued a special 
commemorative “token,” brass 20mm inscribed “The New York Subway - Cenmty of Progress in Motion, 1904-2004 (subway 
train with MTA logo)” on obverse; and “The Subway’s 100* Anniversary - A Century of Progress in Motion” on reverse. They 
arc selling them in the New York Transit Museum for $3.95. However, as this is only a souvenir, and not good for anything so 
far as we know, we shaU not be Usting it. Thanks to Gregory Campolo and Mark Glucksman for sending along specimens. 

Bill Weber reports a mystery token, 23mm aluinuium, inscribed on obverse: “Ilustre Municipalidad de Las Condes (coat of 
arms)” and on reverse: “Subsidio al Transporte del Adulto Mayor (elderly couple standing in front of bus).” Where is it from? 

Joe Radomsld recently drove to Medina, Ohio, and discovered several new varieties of tokens now in use, some of which will be 
available for our New Issues Service. 

The Gomaco Trolley Company of Ida Grove, Iowa, issued in the year 2000 a new variety of their fantasy trolley token, which is 
Usted in this month’s supplement. Gomaco manufactures beautiful authentic reproductions of early 20* century streetcars 
which are now in use in several cities. These modem reproductions cost as much as $300,000 each. We ate trymg to secure a 
supply of the new fantasy token for our N.I.S. 

Chuck Benjamin reports that NY 760 D went up to 50j! fate value, one token good for the senior fare, two for a full adult fare. 
However, all tokens have ceased being used in Poughkeepsie. 


Sid White mentions a common problem. Many collectors wbo believe they have UT 650 B actually have 650 C, a much more 
common token. The true 650 B is a hill mm larger than the C. Placed side by side, there can be no confusion between the two. 
Sid also reminds us that CO 690 D has a reeded edge, which is not mentioned in the catalog. Fina%, it should be noted that 
MI 525 E has a plain background on its reverse, whereas 525 D has curved lines on its reverse. There seems to be some 
confusion on this point. 
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\N INTERESTING INDIANAPOiTS TOKEN 
By Bob Phipps 

Some time ago, a 42.\23mm ovoid Sjrass token came my way. St was inscribed, 

“INDPES RAILWAYS INC. / OPERATOR / 1017 / BANK CHECK.” The reverse 
is blank and it has a 5mm hole at 12 O’clock. I did some prelim inaiw searching on 
the internet without .success. Then I sent the token to Harold Ford for his review 
with my speculation that it might be a pass used by conjpany employees to ride the 
streetcar to the bank on company business. Harold returned the token with his 
comment that speculation would not get it listed. 

It w as time to do some serious research. I manipulated google in evei-v' w ay 
imaginable w ith no information whatsoever on the token. 1 did learn that the 
Indianapolis Historical Society had some of the Indianapolis Railways records. The 
i ecorus were contained in one oversize manuscript bo\, tous" foiio folder.s, anti 
twelve bound volumes, in order to properK research the Society’s records, I would 
have to move to Indianapolis and 1 wasn’t prepared to go that far. 

(ioogle finally led me to a 301 page, hard cover book titled “Indianapolis Railways” 
w ritten hv .Jerrv Marlette. Maybe the answ er w as in this book. 1 ordered a copy 
from The Seashore Trolley Museum in Kennebunkport, Maine by calling 207 967- 
2712. Cost was S55.00 w hich included postage and handling. The book is a 
complete narrative histoiy of Indianapolis Railw ays from 1864 to 1957 with many 
photographs including several pages of tickets, transfers, and tokens. Upon receipt 
of the book, 1 scanned through it several times but saw- no mention of my token. 

The dust cover has a short bio of the author and mentions that he has researched 
the Indianapolis Railways since 1939. My token was not in the book but maybe Mr. 

Marlette through his research knew something about it anyway. I wrote a letter to 
him and inciudeil an image of the token. He replied, “Have not seen one ol these lor 
some 2(1 to 30 years, but remember an old time motorman saying operators 
(probably meaning one man ear men) used these w hen they turned in their daily 
run reports.” 1 finally had the answer. My token was not eligible for listing in the 
Ahvood-Coffee catalogue but is transportation related. I’ll keep it in my collection. 

My thanks to .lenw Marlette for sharing his expertise. 

Now if only one of those Indianapolis celluloids w ould come my w ay

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Ottawa City Passenger Railway Company

One of the most beautiful and rare Canadian transportation tokens is the one for 
the Ottawa City Passenger Railway Company. It is not listed in Breton's, "Popular 
Illustrated Guide to Canadian Coins, Medals, etc.", but is listed as no. 1072g in 
Leroux's, "The Canadian Coin Cabinet". 

It is also listed In Atwood-Coffee Catalogue of United States and Canadian 
Transportation Tokens as Ontario 675A and is the only horsecar token issued in 
Canada. It is made of brass, round and is 25mm wide. 


Otawa City / Passenger / Railway / Company 
Good For / [horsecar] / One Fare 


The Ottawa City Passenger Railway Company was incorporated on August 15, 
1866. It operated from July 21 , 1870 to June 1 , 1894. It operated on a single 6.5 km 
line from the Chaudiere Bridge [ which crosses the Ottawa River to Hull, Quebec] 
past the Parliament buildings through Lower Town to New Edinburgh. The company 
had 10 horse drawn streetcars, 15 sleighs and 10 omnibuses. The summer trip 
took 15 minutes. The omnibuses were used in the spring and autumn when the mud 
made the track impassable. The sleighs were used only on the frozen roads. 

It was amalgamated with the Ottawa Electric Street Railway Company on March 
26, 1894 and was renamed the Ottawa Electric Railway Company which ran 
from June 1 , 1894 to August 1 3, 1948. The first electric streetcar operated on 
Sparks Street only on July 26, 1893. 

The token is made of brass and is round with a diameter of 25mm. It was probably 
struck by Pritchard and Andrews, a well known Ottawa manufacturer of quality 
tokens and medals. The quantity struck is unknown but probably did not exceed a 
few hundred tokens due to the small operation and limited market. It can now be 
considered a very scarce, hard to find token and it rarely appears on the market.

Everyone at the Charlotte AVA Convention was given a beautiful 8x10” drawing 
of the old Charlotte Mint, on heavy matte paper suitable for framing. We have about 
30 of these left, and any member who would like one may have it for SOC postage by 
writing Bill Sowell (address in masthead above). These are the work of AVA member 
George Osborn of Gretna, LA, who provided 100 of them free of charge. George is 
a highly accomplished artist and we are proud to have him as a member. 

A number of interesting items on ebay recently. An unlisted depotel that was 
dug up in southest Kansas, but of unknown origin, sold for $123.61. The modest price 
was a consequence of the token's being in a very advanced state of decomposition, 
well rotted and discolored. It is 25mm aluminum: "Moores Hack / & Transfer / Line 
// Good For / 1 / Ride". A nice token if it were in better shape. Another hack token 
of unknown city is Unidentified #118, J.A. Hays Livery S Transfer. This one sold 
for $178.35. It appears, from the photo, to be pretty dirty and dug, but certainly 
not as bad as the Moores token. A very rare modern token is TX 915 A, the Texas 
Turnspike Authority Beltway Bridge token. There may be more of these hidden away 
down there, but only 3 or 4 of them are in collections, so far as I know. This one 
brought $40 on ebay last week. The NTCA show auction last September was run by 
Holabird Americana, and there was one really nice depotel token therein, but it was 

listed under North Dakota trade tokens instead of transportation tokens. Estimated 

value was $300 to $500. 1 got it for $345 (including $45 "buyers fee"). It's in excellent 
condition, although dark in color. Also in the same auction was ND 120 A (again under 
"North Dakota trade tokens") which went for only $230. I didn't even bid on it, 
figuring it would fetch much more than that. More's the pity. 
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UNPUNCHED SOLID ERRORS 


-November 2004- 


Unpunched solid errors — tokens that should have something punched thru them 
but do not — have always fascinated me, and I have hundreds of them in my collection. 
My favorite is MN 760 C, the St. Paul horsecar token. When these were in use, well 
over a hundred years ago, the St. Paul horsecar token was punched with a center 
hole to distinguish it from the Minneapolis horsecar token, which was not punched. 
In punching a hole into the St. Paul token, part of a very beautiful design was 

removed. So when I saw an unpunched example of the token in auction, I bought it 

for what was, and still is, a very exorbitant price. But the unpunched token is 

beautiful and I love it. I know of only 2 or 3 of these in collections, although the 

regular punched token is fairly abundant (one brought $28 in a recent AVA convention 
auction) . Another of my favorite unpuncheds is PA 415 A, the Etna Transportation 
Co. token of Glenshaw. With the hole it's quite scarce. Without the hold it's downright 
rare. 

What brought these to mind recently was the acquisition of a nice unpunched 
example of NY 630 AP, the big 28mm Aquaduct Race Track token issued with Y cut-out, 
otherwise just like the subway tokens then in use. Randy Glucksman got this 
unpunched one for me, and I notice that on obverse there is a vertical dash where 
the Y-sc should be (but isn't). A really nice token. I learned from Randy that these 
are available from Dave Wilson's Coin Shop at P.O. Box 567 - Jackson, NJ 08527. I 
called Dave and had a delightful chat with him about oddball errors of NYC subway 
tokens. He has some more of the unpunched NY 630 AP tokens if any member would 
like one. He needs $6.00 plus a 37<t: stamped envelope.

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FIFTY-FIVE YEARS AGO IN THE FARE BOX 


-November 2004- 


Mail has been slow the past few weeks, so I decided to see what i could mine 
from ancient issues of The Fare Box, as not many present members were members that 
long ago. So let's see what was happening 55 years ago, in the November 1949 issue. 

President Schwartz announced on the front page that Roland Atwood would be 
the sole member of the New Issues Committee, and reports of new issues should be 
sent directly to him at his Hollywood address. Secretary Eroy Kimmons called for pay- 
ment of AVA dues for 1950. Dues were $2.00. And I put in the following paragraph 
about a New Haven coin dealer's recent auction of tokens: 

"A New Haven coin dealer held an auction recently, which included a collection 

of Ohio merchants' tokens, probably the finest collection of these in existence. Inclu- 

ded in this collection were several rare transportation tokens, namely: OH 60 A (Bel- 
laire Ferry Check), OH 166 A B C E [1996 cat, numbers], and OH 726 A B [1996 num- 
bers]. The fact that the Bellaire and Cincinnati lots contained transp. tokens became 
common knowledge and hence these lots brought fabulous prices: $6.40 for OH 60 A, 
and $14.50 (total) for the four Cincinnati tokens. No one noticed the OH 726 A & B, 
listed in the auction under Maumee City, so the fortunate bidder [that was JMC] got 
them for $1 for both tokens. Moral? Look over those coin dealers' auction catalogues." 

In that same November 1949 Fare Box I related my good fortunate in obtaining 
the still very rare Covington, GA, streetcar token; 

"Recently the Editor acquired the rare token from Covington, CA, of which there 
are now only two known. The token is rather worn, but not too much... Of interest 
are excerpts from the letter of the person from whom I bought the token: 'One day 

I decided to go through all the toys and I found it (the token) in a box of everything 

imaginable that children won't let their mothers throw away. I had no earthly idea 
where the coin came from, so I asked my husband last night. He said he had found 
it in the machine drawer years ago when he was a young boy, and had kept it all these 
years In a box of first-one-thing and then-another, 

I had put an article in the Covington newspaper offering $2.50 for one of the 
tokens, and that is what I paid for it. It is still in my collection. 

In addition to several other small items, there's a brief article by Chris J. Cook 
of Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, about the North Olmsted, OH, tokens. Chris was a long 
time member who had a magnificent collection until he sold it to Ralph Freiberg. Here 
is his info on the North Olmsteds; 

"For the past month I have been on the trail of the North Olmsted tokens and, 
as you see, have finally made a nice discovery. The North Olmsted Municipal Coach 
Line operates 20 modern coaches between North Olmsted and Cleveland Public Square, 
a distance of 17 miles. The fare rate is cash and divided into 4 zones: SSC, 30C, 
25<:, and 20C. No tokens. But the school tokens sell at 6 for 25C and serve six 
schools both public and private. The company operates two lines: one by way of 
Fairview to Cleveland, and one to Butternut Ridge to Cleveland's west 220th Street, 
then to Public Square. I doubt if letters to the company will prove fruitful to 
collectors. ' Mr. Cook states there is only one known of each of the solid 29mm, 
the aluminum 25mm, and the fibre 25mm. There are 3 kniwn each of the punched 
29mm, and 16 known of the brass 24mm. The 25mm brass error is plentiful." 

About a decade later I was visiting Bill & Corinne Black in McKeesport, PA, and 
they told me that there was a cigar box full of the North Olmsted tokens in the police 
station behind City Hall there. So I drove to North Olmsted, visited the police station 
and was shown that box full of tokens. They wouldn't give me even one, but said 
if 1 would write from Tacoma they'd send me one of each. I did, and asked for two 
of each, which they sent me (two each of OH 660 A-F) . Until recently these were 
quite rare (660 A fetched $176.75 in a recent AVA convention auction). But in the 
past few months an awful lot of North Olmsted tokens have been showing up on ebay. 

I think the catalogue values of all of them should be reduced.

SAVVY TO SEARCH OUT THE SMALL ENTERPRISING LIVERY STABLE OWNERS AND GET FIRST HAND 
KNOWLEDGE OF THEIR OPERATIONS. 

THERE IS ONE FELLOW WHO HAD THE VISION TO PUT ALL THIS TOGETHER. ONE WHO SEARCHED

bam James sends along a couple of interesting items from Toronto. Seems the 
Toronto police have broken a huge token counterfeiting ring in Toronto. Toronto 
Transit says it has been losing approximately $400,000 a year over the past three 
years to counterfeit TTC tokens (which would be ON 900 F or G). Regular fare 
is $2.25, or tokens at $1.90. The fake tokens were being peddled for 25C to 90<: 
apiece, quite a saving. The three individuals arrested "had an awful lot of chutzpah" 
said TTC Chairman Howard Moscoe. They even made themselves a special plaque to 
commemorate their own 400,000th fake token! I'd like to see one of the phonies just 
to compare with an authentic token. 

When the Pennsylvania Legislature did not appropriate any money for transit, 
the transit authorities in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh reacted immediately. Philadel- 
phia announced it would increase subway fare to $3.00, and Pittsburgh to $2.25. This 
had the desired consequence. The money was appropriated, so fares will not have 
to go through the roof after ail. For now, anyway. 

AVA President Bill Sowell sends this note; "In case someone reports a 29mm 
yellow plastic token which reads '955-3341 YELLOW CAB BUCK 955-3341' on both sides, 
a telephone call to the company reveals that the tokens are given to valets and 
bellhops at major hotels by the cab drivers for handling the passengers' luggage. 
The valets and bellhops turn them in to the cab company for $1 each. This procedure 
keeps the cabbies accounts straight with the company without having to account for 
tips. The tokens are NOT good for any part of a taxi ride." 


Bill Boncek reports that the town of Leaksviile, NC (NC 545) no lonaer exists. 
It merged with Draper, NC, and Spray, NC, to form the new town of Eden, NC. 
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A while back someone reported a 31mm green plastic inscribed "Potomac Savings 
£ Loan" on obverse, and "Senior Citizens Transportation" on reverse, in white let- 
ters. We had no idea where it came from, but 1 am certain it's from the Washington 
DC or nearby Maryland area. I could not find such a firm on Google. This month 
I acquired the token on ebay for a nominal price. It was listed as being from Lancas- 
ter, Ohio, because its reverse inscription is like that on some Lancaster tokens. How- 
ever it is certainly from the DC area, and I have no doubt I'll find a home for it 
soon. Photos of the token, exact size, are below: 



Last summer I sent an email to Bob Schopp asking him if he could check out 
an amusement ride token now being used at Totawa, NJ. He was able to get up there 

in December, and purchased a few of the tokens. The token is a generic ride type, 

inscribed NO CASH VALUE on one side, and "Non Refundable No Cash Value 1 Ride 
Token" on the other side. Probably it will be listed as a token manufacturer's stock 
token, although at present the only place we know it is in use is Totawa, NJ. Oddly 
the token comes with hh mintmark, and with hm mintmark, so two varieties. Bob 

describes the facility that uses the tokens: "Kidz Cafe is an indoor birthday party 

place somewhat like Chuck E. Cheese but with more rides. It was deserted at 11 
am when I stopped there. It would be my guess it won't last 2 years. The ride 
tokens sell for $1 each." The token seems to be copper-plated zinc.

Four examples of a new plastic token obtained recently by Eugene Johnson of Wisconsin Rapids, Wisconsin, 
with GREEN TURTLE FERRY on the obverse and Same Day Round Trip on the reverse led to an internet 
search followed by several telephone calls to Green Turtle Cay in the Bahamas. The 85 year old owner and 
semi -retired owner of the service he started thirty-four years ago, Floyd Lowe, was quite surprised and 
initially a little disturbed that I was in possession of four of his seven new tokens as they had not yet been 
placed in service. Once he knew where my tokens had come from he became very friendly and provided a 
good deal of information on the building and operation of the Green Turtle Ferry operation. 

The Green Turtle Ferry operation is truly a family operation in the purest sense of the term. The four Ferry 
Captains are Floyd's son, Larry; Larry's son Adrian; Floyd's grandson Nigel and Nigel’s brother in law Curtis 
Hodgkins. Nigel's wife, Ann and Curtis’ wife Eileen are the radio operators for the operation. 

The initial order of Green Turtle Ferry tokens consisted of 200 each of seven colors of 29 mm solid plastic 
in; blue, black, brown, green, orange, purple and red. They are to be placed in service on January 1, 2005, a 
day on which the Green Turtle Ferry will carry approximately 1000 passengers to Green Turtle Cay for the 
annual Junkanoo New Year's Celebration and return them in the evening following the celebration. In the 
past the company accepted the word of the passengers that they had paid a round trip fare but the use of 
tokens will keep an honest people honest. 

The Junkanoo Celebration is thought to have been originated by The Bahamas' Loyalists' African slaves in 
the late 1 600's or early 1 700's, this colorful combination of the arts of dance, music, costuming and theatrics 
has not always enjoyed today’s wide-spread Bahamian popularity. "Junkanoo" is a procession of masked 
dancers in bright colorful costumes parading or 'rushing' through streets, creating music with goat skin 
drums, cowbells and whistles. These revelers spend up to a year before the parade 'pasting' their costumes in 
junkanoo "shacks’ and practicing their theme songs. 

The exact origins are unknown, but the most popular version is that John Canoe, a beneficent plantation 
owner, allowed his slaves time off to celebrate on Christmas and New Year's Days. Thus the slaves nam.ed 
the celebration in his honor. 

The tokens were ordered for the Green Turtle Ferry by the same organization of the Abaco, Bahamas that 
ordered the tokens for Albury's Ferry Service, which were reported by John Coffee in the September 2001 
issue of The Fare Box.

RARE TOKENS FROM NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY 
By John Coffee 

Obtaining tokens directly from the source is a lot more fun than buying them 
from a dealer or on ebay. Back in the 1960's, when the children of people who op- 
erated livery stables were still alive, 1 decided to see what newspaper articles could 
accomplish. 1 never once paid for a newspaper ad, but I wrote dozens of articles 
for little weekly newspapers. All that was necessary was to call the local library and 
ask them to use their Directory of Periodicals to give me the name of a local 
newspaper, its editor, and its address. Then I would write an article usually about 
an old livery stable hack line, mentioning the token in question, offering a modest 
price, and send it along with a cover letter. These papers are usually hungry for 
news, especially with a local color that would appeal to old timers. 1 don’t think 
a single article that I wrote — of over 35 or 40 of them — was ever rejected. 

I had phenomenal luck. My first success was an article I wrote for the 
newspaper in Covington, GA, which netted me GA 270 A for $2.50. Then 1 wrote 
a story for the Camden, AR, paper which netted me a nice letter from old Mr. 
Chidester, and a specimen of AR 150 C {a new discovery) and several ancient 
telephone tokens to boot. About 1962 I wrote an article for the Trenton, MO, paper 
seeking MO 920 A. I didn't get 920 A, but the editor himself replied by sending me 
920 C (a new discovery at the time) asking $5 for it. In the early 1960's I wrote 
an article for the paper in Logan, OH, and received back a nice letter (which is 
reproduced in Vol. II of our catalogue) and a token {OH 465 A). I believe I paid 
$5 for it. In 1959 I visited the newspaper office in Philipsburg, PA, gave an 
interview to the editor which he put on Page One, and I got 5 examples of PA 755 
A as a result, for $3.50 each. The same year I visited the editor of the Stevenson, 
WA, newspaper, got publicity on Page One, and received 5 of WA 590 B and two of 
WA 590 A as a result, for $3.50 apiece as I recall. 

I wrote an article for the Stafford, KS, newspaper which the editor embellished 
with additional information of his own and ran on Page One. 1 was seeking KS 905 
A, but a nice lady sent me 905 C instead (till then unknown). Publicity in the Lohr- 
viMe, lA, newspaper got me a nice letter from a lady who said she owned lA 555 A, 
a gorgeous old token, but didn't want to part with it. 1 waited a couple months, 
wrote again and offered $50, which was at the time top dollar. I got the token. 
When I wrote a story for the West Plains, MO, newspaper seeking MO 980 A, I did 
not get 980 A (I have it now) but I got 980 B, till then unknown. Cost me $10. 

When we listed Wl 520 A (Mineral Point) I wrote an article for the paper there 
and was pleasantly surprised to receive what is now listed as 520 A (we relisted them 
as I am sure 520 A is the earlier token, with "buss" on it.) The lady read the article 
and wrote a letter saying she didn't have a token, but when she searched for a 
stamp in her desk drawer she found this token! Newspaper publicity in Fort Benton, 
MT, elicited a reply from a man in Whitefish, MT, who had the MT 320 B, the original 
one, but he didn't want to part with it. It took me two years of letters and phone 

calls to get him, finally, to sell it to me for what was top dollar at the time. Then 

a letter in the Sparta, Wl, newspaper got me Wl 840 C, till then unknown. I had 
been seeking 840 A but got C instead. I since have picked up the 840 A. 

My greatest haul, of course, was all of the listed Weatherford, TX, depotels, 

as a consequence of an article in the Weatherford newspaper, a visit to the town, 
and a long friendship with Miss Mary Baker, daughter of the man who ran the livery 
barn and hack line. 

Above are just some of my success stories. Of course there were lots of articles 
that did not get me a token, but often did elicit fascinating information from some 
wonderful and friendly people. I ran articles in Spirit Lake, lA; West Union, I A; 
Oswego, KS; Winnebago, MN; Springfield, MO; and Minot, ND. The article in Minot 
did get a nice reply from old Mr. J.L. Smith who issued most of the tokens. He had 
none of the metal ones left, but he sent me half a dozen of the ND 600 F, not even 
scarce, but still very nice. Have we harvested most of what are out there by now? 
I doubt it. But memories are dying along with the people who remember. 
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From Steel to Rubber to Steel in Minneapolis/St. Paul 
Ron Geppert AVA #2498 
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Thomas Lowry, lawyer and real estate developer, started the Twin City 
Rapid Transit Co. of Minneapolis /St. Paul in the 1870s. It ultimately became one 
of the finest and best run street railway companies in the Unites States. By the 
time of his death in 1909, the system stretched more than 48 miles across the 
Twin Cities when they were still separated by miles of open country. His control 
of streetcars began in Minneapolis and was followed by purchasing the St. Paul 
system in 1884. Technology soon replaced his little horse drawn carts with 
electric streetcars known as "trolleys". In the spring of 1890, a pair of 1200-man 
crews in both Minneapolis and St. Paul began laying rails, erecting overhead power 
cables and building power houses for his new electric transportation system that 
first opened that December. 

A most interesting paper transfer ticket was in use on this system around 2894. 
The conductor would punch a hole in one of the faces on the left end of the ticket, 
choosing the one that most resembled the passenger. He had only seven choices, five men 
and two women in hats. 

Although his company was now broke, trolleys soon became fashionable 
for commuting and recreation. By 1906, Lowry also had six coal-fired steamboats 
sailing on a large local metropolitan lake that connected passengers with the 
trolleys. These steamboats (streetcar boats) were constructed to resemble 
streetcars and were painted the same canary yellow color as the trolleys. This 
was one of the few places in the world where passengers could transfer from 
rolling transportation to floating transportation owned and operated by the same 
streetcar company. 

This transportation company was the area's largest employer and its stock 
tended to be a solid investment. The company produced its own electricity, 
manufactured its own street cars, had more than 360 miles of track in service, 
possessed fast street cars that reached 60 miles per hour, stimulated land 
development, attracted small businesses and spawned new villages. 

This thriving transportation system was soon to be derailed by progress 
and fraud. By the 1920s, cars and trucks were filling the streets and private 
transportation was growing. The Twin Cities streetcar system was the only 
Minnesota system in operation during the depression. The peak year for the 
Twin Cities streetcars was 1922 with 226 million passengers. By 1940 the number 
was down to 104 million but rebounded to 200 million during WW II when 
gasoline was rationed. After the war, automobiles became readily available and 
by 1949 the ridership dropped to 150 million. 

In only five years, the popularity of automobiles along with multimillion- 
dollar fraud dismantled what had taken Lowry 50 years to buUd. Under market 
value payoffs for the sale of scrap metal including 400 miles of track plus the 
defrauding of the company out of more than $250,000 through the sale of 91 
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streetcars to Mexico by the dishonest, netted the guilty prison time. It did not 
help to have Minnesota's most notorious gangster, Isadore Blumenfeld (aka Kid 
Cann) owning 16% of the company's stock. 

During the early 1950s, it took less than 25 months to replace the 392 miles 
of track and overhead cable, 724 streetcars and 354 older type buses with new 51- 
passenger diesel powered air-ride buses. Sadly, the old streetcars were quickly 
burned to recover the scrap metal. 

Minneapolis is currently returning to steel again with the construction of a 
light rail system.

The society offers a wide range of facilities of which the most important are 
a monthly Illustrated 40-page Journal and regular ticket and token distributions at 
moderate prices. There are also ticket exchange pools and circuits, as well as postal 
auctions for the more desirable tickets. A comprehensive "back distribution" service 
gives all members the opportunity to repair past omissions or to open up a new area 
of interest. 

We actively encourage research into the history of tickets and tokens and regul- 
arly publish historical articles in Journal, while larger works can appear as special 
publications. Each year an eminent Society member is elected president, and his 
Presidential Address — on a subject of his own choosing — is then published. We also 
have a library with many pubhcations and reference works, wlich can be borrowed 
by members. 

We already have a number of members in North and South America and would 
like to have more. So if you are particularly interested in UK tickets and tokens, 
then this is definitely the society for you — but our ticket articles and distributions 
do cover the whole world.

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INTRODUCING MR. JOHN TOLSON, AVA #2395

As payment for publishing the article on the Transport Ticket Society, which 
is in this issue, your Editor drove a hard bargain: I had to write about myself and 
my token interests. 

As I confessed in my TTS note, I only collect UK transportation tokens (and 

recently I have started on South Africa) , so I am still surprised that I became chair- 

man of a society for ticket collectors. But it was not always like that. In the 1960s 
1 began collecting railroad tickets as railroad photograpny worldwide and the study 
of railroad history were — and most definitely still are — my major hobbies. Then, 
in the TTS Journal I saw an advertisement for tokens of the Dewsbury & Osset Tram- 
ways (a very small company in Yorkshire) which cost 1/- (about 10$). At that 
time 1 did not know what tokens were, but because my mother who had once lived 
in Yorkshire had told me about a runaway D&O tram, which had crashed through 
the window of a boot and shoe shop in Dewsbury, I decided to risk 1/-. If I had 

received both tokens my interest might have ended there, but I only got the Id 

yellow — together with some Grimsby tokens — and it took me nearly 20 years to get 
the Id purple D&O token. So my interestwas was kindled and correspondence 
with Ken Smith and with my compatriot, Don Capper, got me involved both in token 
acquisition and the history of the undertakings v/hich issued them. 

In due course I started to collect bridge and ferry tokens, and now have quite 
a good representative collection of transportation tokens from all areas of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland. 

In addition to the Transport Ticket Society I am also involved with the Token 
Corresponding Society, which produces a quarterly magazine, and has organized a 
Token Congress annually for over 20 years. Transportation tokens form only a small 
part of the paranumismatica discussed in well researched but informal papers, and 
a number of North American participants are extremely knowledgeable about UK pub 
refreshments cheeks! I wonder why- 

So, now retired, I wonder how I ever found time to go to work. Happy Collect- 
ing.

'I'oday a good 
answer would be: "In any of the 
200 collections of transportation 
token.s throughout the world.” 

You can meet almost anything 
on a transportation token. In alt, 
nearly .5000 dilFerent kinds of these 
disk.s liavc been issued, of which 
about 3200 v/ere put out in the 
United Rtrites and ihs pos.seasion.s 
since token.s first appeared around 
1832. Some old ones bear real- 
r:atate anrl grocery ad.s; others are 
more sedate with pictures of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Lincoln aird Mark 
'IV/ain, buildings, bridges and 
AmericJin Inclian.s. 'I'bey vary in 
.size from slightly more than half 
an inch in diameter to not quite two 
inches; tiiey have been u.sed on fer- 
rie.s find ho.ats, stre(d;ears .‘inti stfign- 
coache.s. At times they liave even 
doublet! as lx;er checks. 

A typical Lttken collector, Floyd 
Hammond, of Wo.st Springfield, 
Massachusetts, got hi.s start when 
a friend sent him a single token 
from Haw’aii. Now he has more 
th.an 1200 tokens, mounted on spe- 


citd boards tha t allow fuU front-and- 
rear-view vision. Like other col- 
lectors, Hammond has a wealth of 
information about his hobby. Stock- 
holm, he explain-s, is triple-starred 
on token-fanciers’ maps because it 
has issued 185 different types. Now 
York, Philadelphia, Louisville and 
Cleveland get double .stars for hav- 
ing issued twenty to forty different 
kinds each. Horsecar tokens are 
known to collectors as " Oldies,” 
and H.ammond calls his hobby 
"Armchair Geography” beoau.s6 
lie learns many interesting trans- 
portation details of far places with- 
out leaving his sitting room. 

Like most of his fellow hobbyists, 
Hammond expands his collection 
largely by trading rather than buy- 
ing. When bought and sold, ordi- 
nary tokens bring from ten cents 
up, semi-scarce i.s.sues running from 
one to two dollars. Rare items may 
cost from five to twenty dollars. 
But collectors are more likely to 
shade a price for a fellow enthusiast 
than boost it, for theirs is a very 
friendly fraternity and they go in 
more for frequent contacts th.an for 
sharp bidding against one another. 
Thus far, the fraternity has no 
motto. One which has been sug- 
gested is; " None but the brave 
deserves the fare.” 


Early stories about transportation 
token collecting have always fascinated 
me. To the left is an article that 
appeared in the Saturday Evening Post, 
a magazine with a huge circulation 
at the time, for July 19, 1947. Floyd 
Hammond, who is pictured with some 
of his collection put up in nice 
frames, held AVA #10 and was one 
of the founders of this society. 

An even more venerable article is one 
that was sent me by Steve Alpert, about 
Franklin P. Snyder, AVA #51. Frank 
Snyder worked for the Los Angeles 
Railway, and is written up, and 
pictured, in the LARY employee magazine 
for May 1937. The article also 
pictures hundreds of tokens frojii 
Frank's collection. 

The AVA turned 56 years old last 
October 31, and The Fare Box will bo 
58 years old next July. But even long 
before then our hobby was going strong.
